OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 


The offer of Ted S. Barron to donate to the Govern-_ 
ment the copyright, plates and 25,000 copies of his new 
song “Liberty,” should not be accepted, so long as it is 
predicated on the condition that his song be adopted as a 
new national air. There is no statute against the ac- 
ceptance, however, it is added. 

Lieut. Col. W. A. Bethel, the acting J.A.G., has signed 


an adverse opinion on the policy of permitting a soldier 
in arrears to the Government to make partial payments 
on such indebtedness. Par. 1766, R.S., forbids the pay- 
ment of public funds to any person in Government em- 
ploy who is in arrears until such person has satisfied all 
liabilities. 

There is no legal objection to the Army Medical Mu- 
seum becoming a member of the American Association of 
Museums, provided funds are available for the payment 
of membership dues. The Act of June 26, 1912, pro- 
hibits the payment of public moneys as membership dues 
only of “any officer or employee.” It is suggested that 
payment might be made from “Contingencies of the 
Army” if the Secretary of War authorized such action. 

Section 37 of the National Defense Act contemplated 
the same division between the Signal Corps proper and 
the Aviation Section of the OR. as is eon for 
the Regular Army, the J.A.G. believes, and therefore the 
same proportion of officers may be commissioned in the 
respective grades of the Reserve Corps as in the Regular 
sections. It was feared that the provision quoted might 
be considered to require that officers of the several grades, 
8.0.R.C. (proper) should be in proportion to the aggre- 
gate of both sections of the Signal Corps. If such was 
to be the case, Brigadier General Squier stated, the or- 
ganization of Reserve units would be practically im- 
possible. ,

under the application of the law providing for promotion 
on the retired list of the Army because it is based on pro- 
motion by seniority. The first and second lieutenants of 
Scouts are appointed from certain sources, no provision 
being made for promotion from first to second lieutenants 
and the captains (under Act of May 16, 1908) are 
“selected” from the officers in the grade of first lieutenant.

DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 

The pay forfeited by sentence of G.C.M. to an enlisted 
man of the Navy detailed as messman should include 
the extra $5 a month allowed him, the Comptroller of 
the Treasury decides. 

The dental surgeon at the Naval Academy is entitled 
to longevity pay. 

The pay of Forest W. Allen as a clerk at $900 a year 
in the Bureau of the Census ceased -from the date at 
which he reported for duty as an officer of the Naval 
Militia. 

Richard O. Willianis, chief gunner, U.S.N., contended 
that “as physical disability caused other than by wounds 
does not disqualify an officer from being retired, it can 
not disqualify him from being promoted.” The Comp- 
troller decides, on the contrary that “Different statutes 
govern the retirement of Naval officers than those gov- 
erning their promotion. The fact that an officer’s phys- 
ical disqualification when caused other than by wounds 
does not disqualify him for retirement does not operate 
to qualify him for promotion.” 

Officers of the Naval Militia, or National Naval Vol- 
unteers, are entitled to longevity pay for previous service 
in the Navy, but_not for previous Naval Militia Service 
or service in the National Naval Volunteers, as such ser- 
vice is not rendered in the service of the United States 
for which a corresponding officer in the Navy proper 
would be entitled to credit for longevity. 

Pay clerks, U.S.N., authorized. to proceed at their 
own expense to the place of duty -are not entitled to 
mileage, as an authorization to travel does not amount 
to an order to perform travel. 

There is no reason why Naval Militia participating in 
cruises of instruction should not have their travel pay 
included in the pay they receive upon the termination 
of their services. 





GALVESTON FLOOD CLAIMS. 


The Comptroller of the Treasury has just handed 
down a decision in one of the Galveston flood cases 
filed under the act of March 3, 1885, which is an act 
providing for the payment for private property lost by 
officers and enlisted men in the military service in which 
he gives a very limited application to the law. The 
law itself enumerates claims for property lost or des- 
troyed under the following circumstances: 

“First. When such loss or destruction was without 
fault or negligence on the part of the claimant. 

“Second. Where the private property so lost or des- 
troyed was shipped on board an unseaworthy vessel by 
order of any officer authorized to give such orders or 
direct such shipment. 

_ “Third. Where it appears that the loss or destruc- 
tion of the private property of the claimant was in con- 
sequence of his having given his attention to the saving 
of the property belonging to the United States which was 
in danger at the.-same time and under similar circum- 
stances.” 

The Comptroller’s decision disregards entirely the first 
paragraph and says that the only claims that can be 
considered are claims which arise under paragraphs two 
or three, to wit, where the property is shipped on an 
unseaworthy vessel or where the claimant devoted him- 
self to saving Government property instead of looking 
after his own. This places the rejection on a different 
ground from that last assigned by the Comptroller for 
refusing to consider these cases and goes back to a 
decision which had been announced by one of his prede- 
cessors many years ago. The result of the present de- 
cision if it is a finality would be practically a repeal 
of the remedy granted by the act of 1885. However, there 
is a right of action in the Court of Claims in any case 
which has been filed with the accounting officers and a 
test case is to be presented to the courts by Messis. 
King and King, of Washington, D.C., at an early date.

BEDEVILLING THE GENERAL STAFF. 

Several vicious and ignorant attacks have appeared 
in the daily newspapers within the past week against the 
General Staff. The Washington Post declared in a lead- 
ing editorial that “the General Staff is ridiculously un- 
able to cope with the duties that are now imposed upon 
it” and goes on to say: 

“It is insufficient as to personnel and some of the 
personnel must be weeded out. No one knows the iron 
necessity of efficiency better than the members of the 
General Staff. There is no room for politicians in the 
Army. <Any officer guilty of wire pulling in his own 
interest is deserving of instant punishment and retire- 
ment. Any combination of officers working through pol- 
ities to put through legislation of their own should bring 
down destruction upon their heads. If the General Staff 
is to organize the Army and work out comprehensive 
plans for operating it there must be whole-hearted sol- 
dierly devotion to the single object in view. There will 
-be no time for politics. The General Staff must be en- 
larged, its range of activity widened and its spirit in- 
vigorated. Merit alone should raise officers to places 
on the General Staff. Young men of mettle should have 
an opportunity to serve along with older men who retain 
their health and initiative. The routine paper work 
should be cut down and plans once determined should 
be executed with far greater despatch than is now the 
rule in the War Department.” 

The Boston Transcript marches up to the attack along 
this line by questioning whether Secretary Baker is “Big 
enough * * * to smash the bureaucracy that is idling 
away precious time in the picayunish performance of 
clerical duties too small to be defined, to multiply the 
numbers on the retired list of the Army, and to give 
the junior officers rank commensurate with the resultant 
increase in their responsibilities.” Then with that Spar- 
tan courage which is possessed by civilian editors alone 
the Transcript writer adds: ‘When Secretary Baker 
has followed the example set by Marshal Joffre and sent 
to the retired list seventy-five per cent. of the brigadier 
generals, fifty per cent. of the colonels, twenty-five per 
cent. of the majors, and fifteen per cent. of the captains 
of the Regular Army, and promoted in their places of- 
ficers possessed of the vision and virility to man the 
War Department and the General Staff, as well as to 
command the new Army, the nation may take heart of 
hope. The bureaucracy cannot stand against brains and 
backbone, but the heart and head of the Secretary of War 
must be in the fight if the ‘wilful little group’ of in- 
effectives that surround him at Washington and hamper 
the Army everywhere are to be shelved.” 

It will be observed that in all this perfervid rhodo- 
montade there is not a single phrase of constructive 
criticism and, as usual in civilian comments on Army 
matters, a deplorable lack of knowledge of military law. 
So far as the charge made by the Washington Post 
that the General Staff is insufficient in numbers it may 
be mentioned that the National Defense Act definitely 
places that number at ninety-one officers in all. During 
the present week a board of general officers of the Army 
headed by Brig. Gen. Francis J. Kernan, acting assistant 


chief of staff, has been sitting in Washington selecting 
fifty majors and captains of the line to be designated for 
duty on the General Staff, the legislation obtained hy 
the staff in the Army Appropriation Act enabling them 
to overcome the limitations as to the number of officers 
on duty in and around Washington imposed by the Na- 
tional Defense Act. The charge that any officer of the 
Regular Army now on duty with the General Staff is a 
“politician” or is concerned with politics is as false as is 
the implication that any of them hold any other view- 
point than that of “soldierly devotion to the single ob- 
ject in view.” We like to think that every American 
worthy of the name hopes, prays and believes we will 
come triumphant out of the battle for democracy’s cause. 
Are only Army officers to be denied this common faith, 
to be charged with a lack of “soldierly devotion”? 

Of course it has not occurred to these writers that 
it is not one of the duties and obligations of the Gen- 
eral Staff of the Army to tell beforehand what it is going 
to do. But we shall take it on ourselves to enumerate 
a few of the things the General Staff has accomplished 
recently in spite of what these editorial writers call 
its “incompetence,” “too small number of officers,’ and 
general lack of “vision” and “virility.” It has taken 
to its own numbers, for example, Brig. Gen. Joseph E. 
Kuhn who, for two years was military attaché at Berlin 
and had numberless opportunities not only to see our 
enemy’s troops in the field, but of how he fights. Gen- 
eral Kuhn superimposed this study on his experiences 
in the war between Russia and Japan as a military ob- 
server, so that he brings to the counsels of the General 
Staff intimate knowledge of the German army such as is 
possessed by few officers of the armies of any of our 
Allies. The Chief of Staff, General Scott, has been sent 
to Russia as the military head of the greatest diplo- 
matic mission that ever left the United States. In the 
matter of giving young men a chance and invigorating 
the spirit of the Army the General Staff has to its re- 
cent credit one of the most effective schemes ever ad- 
vanced in any army in the world, that of taking en- 
listed men from every company in the Army whose 
military knowledge makes them fit to command troops 
and recommending them for commissions up to the rank 
of captain. 

The General Staff in recent months has prepared the 
National Army bill, with its comprehensive plan for 
raising an army according to the principle of universal 
service, the first bill of its kind ever written in this 
country which gave a complete picture of what would be 
before us as a people if we adopted universal service. 
It has prepared the new legislation in the recent Army 
Appropriation Act, which smoothed away many of the 
rough places in the National Defense Act. It has worked 
out the complete plans for the citizens’ training camps 
to provide accommodations for 40,000 students. It has 
written the Selective Draft Law and its corollary, the 
plans for carrying out the registration under the selec- 
tive draft. It has developed the plans for the increase 
of the Army under the four increments provided by the 
National Defense Act. It has prepared the plans for 
the thirty-two divisional cantonment camps where the 
new army of 500,000 men are to be trained who will 
be enrolled under the provisions of the Selective Draft 
Law. And it has worked out, it may be certain, com- 
plete plans for the arming, equipping and transporting 
the division of Regulars and of the Marine Corps that 
General Pershing is to take to France. Moreover, it has 
created two new departments in the Army, and has 
carried on the endless routine that military law re- 
quires of military men and which military law must 
have. 

After reading this summary of what the General Staff 
has been doing of late, besides many other things whose 
very nature in time of war requires concealment, our 
civilian readers will scarcely believe that those writers 
who have been engaged in bedevilling the General Staff 
have sound grounds for their criticisms. We can take 
comfort in the fact that, for the first time in the his- 
tory of the United States, its war is being conducted by 
the General Staff representing the best trained military 
knowledge of the country and not by politicians or those 
evil geniuses of all our past wars, the “political’ gen- 
erals. If an hour comes when the General Staff fails 
in its task, then it will be time to acknowledge we are 
wrong in permitting our best military men to conduct 
our campaigns and give the task over to others.

NEW NATIONAL GUARD UNITS. 


States’ adjutants general have been notified through 
the Militia Bureau of the War Department that the 
President will strictly exercise the authority given him in 
Section 60, of the National Defense Act, to limit: the 
units which may be organized in each arm of the Service 
for the National Guard. The section in full reads as 
follows: 


“Except as otherwise specifically provided herein, the 
organization of the National Guard, including the com- 
position of all the units thereof, shall be the same as that 
which is or may be hereafter prescribed for the Regu- 
lar Army, subject in time of peace to such general ex- 
ceptions as may be authorized by the Secretary of War. 
And the President may prescribe the particular unit 
or units, as to branch or arm of the Service, to be main- 
tained in each State, Territory or the District of Colum- 
bia in order. to secure a force which when combined 
shall form complete higher tactical units.” 

As stated in our last issue, a revised chart was sent 
to each state adjutant general on May 5, showing ex- 





actly what units would be accepted by the Government 
if the state authorities cared to take advantage of the 
right to organize additional forces up to the limit es- 
tablished under the National Defense Act. Notwith- 
standing such explicit notice, some states have under- 
taken the organization of units which cannot be utilized 
in the formation of “complete higher tactical units,” 
it is learned. On the other hand, certain states have 
been requested to hasten the organization of such units 
as, in the opinion of the War Department, are most 
urgently needed to fill out the divisional organization 
in which the state in question is attached. For instance, 
New York has been asked to add to her National Guard 
a full brigade (three regiments) of Heavy Field Artillery 
and several units of Engineer and sanitary troops. In his 
recent communication to the states’ adjutants general, 
Brig. Gen. William A. Mann, Chief of the Militia Bu- 
reau, has laid stress upon the order in which additional 
units should be organized. In almost every case Field 
Artillery came first, then Engineers, with Infantry near 
the middle of the ist and Cavalry far down. 

“While it is much to be desired to take full advantage 
of the patriotic interest stirring in the country,” says 
a statement issued from the War Department on this 
subject, “such advantage can only come through a co- 
ordination and regulation in keeping with a general and 
basic plan. The War Department and the Militia Bu- 
reau are vitally concerned in getting the best value from 
the National Guard and to that end have perfected, as far 
as practicable, definite plans for which co-operation on 
the part of state officials and representatives is urgently 
desired. All persons desiring to offer their services in 
the National Guard and especially those interested in 
raising new units are requested to communicate with 
The Adjutant General of the State and to be governed 
by the wishes of the state authorities in carrying out 
the announced policy of the War Department in the or- 
ganization and acceptance of such troops.” 
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What extraordinary infatuation can it be that leads 
Prof. Frank Jewett Mather, jr., of Princeton, to devote 
two columns of the New York Sun to an exhibition of 
the extent of his ignorance on the subjects he discusses— 
“The Military Situation and the Lessons of Common 
Sense?” His article is a most extraordinary jumble of 
misapprehension and misstatement, accompanied by a dis- 
play of conceit which leads this excellent gentleman to 
assume that his study of art, in which he has made him- 
self a master. makes him so superior in knowledge of a 
subject to which others have devoted a life time of care- 
ful study that he considers himself competent to guide 
them in their chosen profession. The first part of Profes- 
sor Mather’s article contains some excellent suggestions 
which so far justify his title “Lessons of Common Sense.” 
He then speaks of 125,000 men enrolled by Colonel Roose- 
velt, but a careful sifting by the New York World, the 
results of which appear in its issue of May 16, reduces 
this army to an actual enrolment of less than 5,000 men. 
Setting against this the statement of Colonel Roosevelt 
that if his army were called for he could produce them, 
it still remains true the attempt to put into the field 
such an unorganized and untrained body of men would 
delay instead of expedite action on the battle front of 
Europe. The statement of Professor Mather that our 
military authorities are opposed to volunteering per se 
is untruthful and slanderous. They are opposed, as every 
trained soldier must be, to volunteering after the methods 
proposed by Colonel Roosevelt which were tried out dur- 
ing our Civil War with most disastrous results. So far 
as our experience goes there is no other way of obtaining 
a sufficient number of volunteers to organize an Army of 
the size required for European service, even if it were 
possible to obtain them at all by volunteering; hence the 
draft. The statement that “professional opinion is nar- 
row” is based upon an ignorance too profound to justify 
the space the Sun devotes. to exploiting it. Professor 
Mather thinks that our “military policy must emancipate 
itself from hidebound routine and take on some quality 
of imagination.” It is evident from his article that he 
is competent to furnish all the imagination required; 
unfortunately military matters must deal with facts, of 
which Professor Mather is phenomenally ignorant. 
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The Secretary of War has authorized the shipment at 
public expense of candies, tobacco and similar luxuries 
donated for the use of soldiers during the existence of the 
present war between the United States and the German 
Empire. Packages containing these articles are to be 
impersonally addressed and consigned to the proper com- 
manding officer of troops or hospitals. Par. 1144, Army 
Regulations, 1913, authorizes a quartermaster “to furnish 
transportation at public expense for reading matter do- 
nated for use of the enlisted men of the Army.” This 
provision authorizes shipments of reading matter donated 
for the use of all soldiers in the Federal service. Pack- 
ages containing this reading matter are to be impersonally 
addressed and consigned to the proper commanding officer 
of troops or hospitals. 
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The Council of National Defense does not contemplate 
at this time the formation of a National Civilian Re- 
serve or Industrial Army. The feeling of its members 
is that nothing should be done in that direction until “it 
is demonstrated that the labor problem cannot be handled 
through the perfection of organization now under way 
through the Departments of Labor and Agriculture. Nor 
does the council believe that each state should make a 
census of men for military and industrial service, because 
the information already at hand is sufficient for the 
present needs.” 
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So long as Germany is able to send a submarine to sea 
there must be alternate weeks of depression and exalta- 
tion over their deadly harvest. News from abroad last 
week, in the two official statements given out by our 
Allies, the English and the French, were more reassuring 
than any we have had for some time past that the efforts 
to lessen the offensive of the undersea boats is meeting 
with greater success, temporarily at least. The French 
report states that in three months not a single armed 
French merchantman has been sunk by a German sub- 
marine, an excellent argument for arming such craft with 
guns. The British weekly statement shows that the sink- 
ings are about half what they were the preceding week 
and were about the same as in the first two weeks in 
April. Great Britain, too, is steadily increasing the 
number of her armed merchantmen which must have an 
appreciable result in this long fight we have ahead of us 
to destroy the submarine’s power. It is understood that 
a greater activity of the British patrol fleet has had not 
a little to do with this more favorable weekly report, a 
partial surmise of course. That the British Admiralty is 
pressing its campaign in the North Sea is evident through 
the speedy manner in which the naval air fleet destroyed 
the Zeppelin L-22 during the week and the successful 
attack on the port of Zeebrugge made by both the fleet 
and air forces, a statement being made that the great 
mole before that Belgian port was breached and consider- 
able damage was done to the military works of the Ger- 
mans in that submarine base by bombs dropped from the 
seaplanes. It may be, in addition to the greater activity 
of the British fleet and aircraft, that the presence of the 
American destroyers, under command of Rear Admiral 
W. S. Sims, U.S.N., in the North Sea and Channel has 
enabled the Admiralty to utilize more of their own light 
craft in this new campaign against the submarines and 
the German base at Zeebrugge. 





Regimental designations that passed out of the Army 
nearly fifty years ago are revived by the order of Presi- 
dent Wilson issued last week for the addition of all 


of the regiments authorized by the National Defense 
Act to the Regular Army, says a writer in the Boston 
Transcript. After the Civil War when the Regular 
Army was reorganized, provision was made for forty- 
five Infantry regiments. In 1869, the Army was again 
reorganized, and all of the Infantry regiments, num- 
bered from 26 to 45 inclusive, were abolished. The 
supernumerary officers were discharged with a year’s 
pay while the enlisted men of the regiments were in- 
corporated with the regiments retained in service. Some of 
these now almost forgotten regiments made brilliant rec- 
ords in the Indian fighting that followed the Civil War. 
Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles gained his reputation as 
an Indian fighter with one of them, of which he was 
made colonel after the Civil War. The new 38th In- 
fantry takes the title of what used to be a negro regi- 
ment. The old 38th and the 41st were combined to form 
the present 24th (negro) Infantry. The new 39th also 
takes the title of an old negro regiment, which was 
consolidated with the 40th to become the present 25th 
(negro) Infantry. The new 42d Infantry takes the des- 
ignation of an old regiment which was consolidated with 
the present 6th Infantry. The 43d was consolidated 
with the present Ist Infantry, which has a regimental 
record almost as old as the Republic itself. The 44th 
Infantry was consolidated with the present 17th Infan- 
try. The old 45th Infantry was consolidated with the 
present 14th. 
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A “forestry regiment,” made up of foresters, practical 
woodsmen, loggers, portable sawmill operators, and others 
experienced in lumbering operations, for service in 


France, will be raised immediately, it was announced on 
May 19. The Forest Service of the Department of Ag- 
riculture, at the request of the War Department, will 
prepare plans for the organization and equipment of 
the force and will aid in securing suitable men. ‘The 
regiment will form a unit of the Engineer Corps now 
being recruited to be sent abroad as soon as it can be 
organized and equipped. It ise reported that Gifford 
Pinchot will be in command of the organization. Similar 
forces have been raised in Canada and are rendering val- 
uable services. The object of the American forestry 
regiment will be to convert available timber into ma- 
trial suitable for bridges, railroads, trenches, and other 
construction work with the least possible waste. At 
the same time the cutting will be done under the super- 
vision of technical experts in co-operation with the 
French foresters. In this way the permanent damage to 
the forests incident to furnishing the imperatively 
needed timber, it is hoped, will be kept as small as pos- 
sible. The classes of men desired comprise axemen, 
teamsters, tie-cutters, millwrights, saw-filers, sawyers, 
portable sawmill men, farriers, blacksmiths, lumberjacks, 
cooks, and carpenters, as well as motorcycle and motor- 
truck operators. As rapidly as enlistments are secured, 
the men will be assembled at six central points, which 
have already been designated. 
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General Bell’s first speech to the members of the citi- 
zens ‘training camp at Plattsburg, N.Y., with its preg- 
nant words about the importance of soldiers learning 
to sing and of singing on the march was touched with 
imagination as well as indicating a militant belief on 
General Bell’s part in the military psychology of music. 
His advice to the possible future company commanders 
to see to it that their units each had their own song 
and made it a part of their soldier’s life, was based on 
a knowledge that may be common among our higher 
Army officers, but of which we hear too little. General 
Bell knows full well that the average popular war song 
may not be a lyric of the highest poetical quality or the 
noblest sentiment. No one can repeat, in cold blood, 
the words of “Tipperary” and not recognize their banal- 
ity. But, and this was the moral of General Bell’s 
happy little speech, no one can hear a company of sol- 
diers swinging along a road to the uplifted strains of 
“My heart’s right there” without feeling the emotions 
that are behind the words; courage, high purpose, the 
will to conquer. When soldiers sing as they march no 
commander need fear for their morale. In fact, song 
is its highest expression. 
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The New Age, the official organ of the Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry, published an article by the late Major Gen. 
Thomas M. Anderson, U.S.A., retired, who died at Portland, 
Ore., May 8, 1917. The General in his article said: “In my 
long life, and fifty-five years of military experience, I have 
witnessed many so-called deaths. I have witnessed the 
short, swift agonies of death in battle. In sick chambers 
I have witnessed the clinging of the soul to the wreck of 
life, as some rock clings to the mountain side innumerable 
years before its fall. Except where reminded by re- 





ligious ceremonies, very few seem to give a thought of 
passing into untried conditions. In fact, I have witnessed 
no manifestations of fear in articulo mortis. In two 
eases of suicide I saw death sought deliberately and 
fearlessly.” Others who have had similar experience 
will agree with the statement of General Anderson, as a 
rule, that in the supreme hour perfect tranquillity suc- 
ceeds to the turmoil of life. 
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In an article in the Independent Edwin E. Slosson tells 
us that “John Brown’s Body” is, as Kipling said, one 
of the best marching songs in the world and now that it is 
rid of the sectional and scurrilous words at first attached 
to it in the Civil War it has become truly “The. Battle 
Hymn of the Republic,’ in which everybody can join 
heartily except, perhaps, some of our non-Christian fel- 
low citizens. “Marching Through Georgia” is another 
magnificent marching tune that needs to be rescued in 
like manner from its suggestions of loot and fratricidal 
strife to make it palatable to our people as a whole. 
Sousa and other composers have added to our patriotic 
music, but suitable words are still lacking. “I don’t 
understand,” says Mr. Slosson, “why it should be easier 
to get good airs than good verses. We have, for instance, 
two admirable light patriotic tunes, ‘Yankee Doodle’ and 
‘Dixie,’ but the words of both are nonsensical.” 
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The present conflict will be known as “The War of 
1917.” At least it will go down in the history of the 
Pension Bureau as such, according to an announcement 
made on May 20 by Commissioner Baltzgaber, says the 
New York World, regarding the first two pensions ap- 
plied for as a result of the war with Germany. They 
are those-applied for by Mrs. Ruth Thomas, of An- 
napolis, widow of Lieut. Clarence Crase Thomas, U.S.N., 
who lost his life while in charge of the naval gun crew 
aboard the Vacuum, torpedoed April 28, and by Mrs. 
Hannah Hallberg, of Jamestown, N.Y., mother of Frank 
C. Hallberg, of Company E, 74th New York National 
Guard. The latter petition declares Hallberg was killed 
“in the war with Germany” at Silver Creek, N.Y., on 
May 7, having been hit by a train on the Nickel Plate 
Railroad while guarding a _ bridge. 
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It was announced in Trenton, N.J., on May 16 that 
Major Gen. George W. Goethals, U.S.A., whose services 
were obtained by the state of New Jersey in connection 
with a $7,000,000 highway-improvement plan, had an 
explicit understanding with Governor Edge that he 
would serve on a port development commission for the 
betterment of New York Harbor and the New Jersey 
waterfront. General Goethals has since been called by 
the U.S. Shipping Board to take administrative direction 
of the building of a big merchant fleet for carrying war 
cargoes to Europe. General Goethals has retained his 
New Jersey appointment, at the earnest solicitation of 
the state officials, even though he is giving much time to 
the shipbuilding work. In time it is expected that he will 
be able to give considerable attention to the port-develop- 
ment problems.

Major George F. Chandler, N.Y.N.G., Superintendent 
of New York’s newly organized State Constabulary, 
selected Percy E. Barbour of Yonkers, a civil engineer, 
who has seen service in Mexico, as his deputy. Mr. 
Barbour is editor of the Engineering and Mining Journal 
of America and a member of the Engineers’ Society of 
America. He has been an officer of the Coast Artillery 
and of the T'wenty-second New York Engineers. Ex- 
aminations for membership in the State Constabulary 
will begin June 1, at Albany. More than 400 have ap- 
plied. Under the law, the force for the present is 
limited to 232. The Superintendant desires unmarried 
men between the ages of twenty-one and thirty-five, not 
over 165 pounds nor less than 145 pounds in weight. 
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The Military Training Commission of New York state 
announced on May 19 the acceptance of 900 of the 1,800 
boys who will be chosen from all parts of the state to at- 


tend the state training camp at Peekskill during the 
month of July. The boys whose applications are suc- 
cessful will begin a month’s training at the Infantry 
School of Application at Peekskill June 30, and will re- 
main in camp four weeks until July 28. The state will 
furnish, without cost to the boys, food, arms, ammunition, 
equipment, tents, cots, blankets and careful inspection 
and supervision. The state will also pay the railroad 
fare of the successful boys from their homes to the camp 
and return. The only cost to the boys will be that of a 
uniform, which will amount to about $13 or $14. 
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Brig. Gen. George O. Squier, C.S.O., U.S.A., has writ- 
ten a letter to Frank H. Bethell, vice-president of the 
New York Telephone Company, of New York city, in 
which General Squier says that telephone employees can 
best serve the Government by remaining at their posts 
and continuing to give efficient service. “In the con- 
duct of the war that is upon us,” writes General Squier, 
“the service furnished by your company and by all tele- 
phone companies will be of the greatest importance. 
You will be called upon to meet demands of the most 
urgent kind. You have been called upon, and you may 
be called upon further, to furnish men trained in the 
art of constructing and maintaining telegraph and tele- 
phone lines.”

Capt. Franz von Rintelen, David Lamar and Henry B. 
Martin were found guilty by a jury in the U.S. District 
Court in New York city on May 20. They were tried 
with four others on a charge of conspiracy to tie up the 
nation’s munitions plants by fomenting strikes and by 
promoting German propaganda throughout America by 
means of Labor’s Peace Council. On the following day 
the three men were each sentenced to a year’s imprison- 
ment in the Atlanta prison. In opposing a motion for 
bail, Assistant United States Attorney Knox announced 
that the Government purposed to try Captain von Rin- 
telen on other indictments next month. He mentioned 
two, charging perjury and conspiracy. 
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Major Gen. W. W. Wotherspoon, U.S.A., retired, who 
is State Superintendent of Public Works, was appointed 
a_ member of the State Defense Council by Governor 
Whitman, of New York, on May 16. Other members are: 
Frank M. Williams, State Engineer; Charles 8. Wilson, 
State Commissioner of Agriculture, and Robert Bacon, 
jr., of The Adjutant General’s Office. The Governor 
will act as chairman. The council is to have full control 





over the mobilization and use of the state’s recruits for 
its military needs. Its expenditures are to come from 
the $2,650,000 appropriated by the Legislature. 
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Applications are being received from thousands who 
wish to join the Reserve Flying Corps, more than 800 
names being registered in Boston alone. The applicants 
include college men, motor salesmen, mechanics, chauf- 
feurs and men who are interested in racing cars and 
speed-boats. ‘The number of names sent in has en- 
abled the officers in charge to secure a picked lot of men 
for the first quota, most of which already is in training. 
Several new training camps are being established and the 
or gies be sent as rapidly as accommodations are as- 
sured. 
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The New York city office of an American firm that 
does a large business in Petrograd in almost every vari- 
ety of our manufactured goods other than munitions 
received a cablegram from their Petrograd house on May 
16, in which it was stated that business conditions 
were excellent in Russia. The message added that three- 
quarters of the alarmist news being sent abroad was 
the work of professional agitators and that there was 
nothing really alarming in either the political or com- 
mercial outlook. 
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The grounds and buildings at Gulfport, Miss., pre- 
pared for use in the celebration of the 100th anni- 
versary of the founding of that city, have been offered to 
the Secretary of the Navy as an emergency naval train- 
ing station. The offer was made by a delegation headed 
by Congressman Pat Harrison, of Mississippi. Mr. Dan- 
iels expressed the belief that the site would be admirable 
for the purpose and thought it probable that at least 
1,500 recruits would be sent to Gulfport if the offer was 
accepted. 
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Seamen Frank M. Lasher and Thomas Wilson, (sec- 
ond class), who were in the armed guard on the Amer- 


ican steamer Vacuum when she was torpedoed on April 
28, have made an urgent request to the Navy Depart- 
ment that they be detailed in a similar capacity on 
another ship routed through the war zone. Both men 
are frank in their hopes that the fortunes of war will 
give them the opportunity to aid in smashing at least 
one submarine. It is probable that the request will be 
granted. 
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During the week ending April 21, 1917, there was not 
a case of an employee of the Canal or Panama railroad 


on the Isthmus of Panama being admitted to sick report 
for malaria. This was the first time in the history of 
the canal that a week has passed without the occurrence 
of malaria among the employees. It has occurred several 
times that either the Zone or the terminal cities had no 
cases, but this was the first time that no new cases had 
occurred in a week in both the Zone and the terminal 
cities.

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THE SELECTIVE DRAFT LAW. 


President. Wilson signed the Emergency Army bill—- 
now officially named the Selective Draft Law—late on 
May 18 and at the same time issued the required proc- 
lamation setting the date for the registration under the 
terms of the act of all “male persons in the United 
States between twenty-one and tliirty years of age ex- 
cept alien enemies.” He also issued a supplementary 
statement giving his reasons for not accepting ex-Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s offer to enlist a division of volunteers, 
the opportunity for which was present through the so- 
called. Harding amendment of the act. In order that 
the pedple’s ardent desire that American troops should 
take their places on-the bat#lefields of France with our 
Allies ‘forces might be gratified, it was announced that 
25,000 officers and men of the Regular Army, with the 


addition of a regiment from the Marine Corps, would be 
sent abroad under command of Major Gen. John J. 
Pershing, U.S.A., at the earliest possible moment. Col. 
Charles A. Doyen will command the regiment of marines. 

After quoting sections five and six of the Selective 
Draft law, the President’s proclamation calls upon the 
Governors and other officials of states, territories and 
the District of Columbia- “to perform certain duties 
in the execution of the foregoing law,” and continues: 


THE PRESIDENT’S REGISTRATION PROCLAMATION. 


“And I do further proclaim and give notice to all per- 
sons subject to registration in the several states and in 
the District of Columbia in accordance with the above 
law that the time and place of such registration shail 
be between seven a.m. and nine p.m. on the Sth day of 
June, 1917, at the registration place in the precinct 
wherein they have their present homes. ‘Those who shall 
have attained their twenty-first birthday and who shall 
not have attained their thirty-first birthday on or before 
the day here named are required to register, excepting 
only officers and enlisted men of the Regular Army, the 
Navy, the Marine Corps, and the National Guard and 
Naval Militia while in the service of the United States, 
and officers in the Officers’ Reserve Corps and enlisted 
men in the enlisted Reserve Corps while in active service. 
In the territories of Alaska, Hawaii and Porto Rico a 
date for registration will be named in a later proclama- 
tion. * * * 

“The power against which we are arrayed has sought 
to impose its will upon the world by force. To this end 
it has increased armament until it has changed the face 
of war. In the sense in which we have been wont to 
think of armies there are no armies in this struggle. 
There are entire nations armed. ‘Thus, the men who 
remain to till the soil and man the factories are no 
less a part of the Army that is France than the men 
beneath the battle flags. It must be so with us. It 
is not an army that we must shape and train for war; 
it is a nation. To this end our people must draw close 
in one compact front against a common foe. But this 
can not be if each man pursues a private purpose. All 
must pursue one purpose. ‘The nation needs all men; 
but it needs each man, not in the field that will most 
please him, but in the endeavor that will best serve 
the common good. Thus, though a sharp-shooter pleases 
to operate a trip-hammer-for the forging of great guns, 
and an expert machinist desires to march with the flag, 
the nation is being served only when the sharpshooter 
marches and the machinist remains at his levers. The 
whole nation must be a team in which each man shall 
play the part for which he is best fitted. To this end 
Congress has provided that the nation shall be organized 
for war by selection and that each man shall be classi- 

for service in the place to which it shall best serve 
the general good to call him. 

“The significance of this can not be overstated. It 
is a new thing in our history and a landmark in our 
progress. It is a new manner of accepting and vitalizing 
our duty to give ourselves with thoughtful devotion to 
the common purpose of us all. It is in no sense a con- 
scription of the unwilling; it is rather, selection from a 
nation which has volunteered in mass. It is no more a 
choosing of those who shall march with the colors than 
it is a selection of those who shall serve an equally ne- 
cessary and devoted purpose in the industries that lie 
behind the battle line. : 

“The day here named is the time upon which all shall 
present themselves for assignment. to their tasks. It 
is for that reason destined to be remembered as cne of 
the most conspicuous moments in our history. It is 
nothing less than the day upon which the manhood of 
the country shall step forward in one solid rank in 
defense of the ideals to which this nation is consecrated. 
It is important to those ideals no less than to the pride 
of this generation in manifesting its devotion to them 
that there be no gaps in the ranks. 

“Tt is essential that the day be approached in thought- 
ful apprehension of its significance and that we accord 
to it the honor and the meaning that it deserves. Our 
industrial need prescribes that it be not made a technical 
holiday but the stern sacrifice that is before us urges 
that it be carried in all our hearts as a great day of 
patriotic devotion and obligation when the duty shall 
hie upon every man, whether he is himself to be regis- 
tered or. not to see to it that the name of every male 

rson of the designated ages is written on these lists of 
onor. 

“In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand 
and caused the seal of the United States to be af- 
fixed. Done at the city of Washington this 18th day of 
May in the year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred 
and seventeen, and of the indeperdence of the United 
States of America the one } undred and forty-first.’’

NO VOLUNTEER DIVISION FOR OVERSEAS, 


The President’s statement regarding the Roosevelt di- 
vision and the troops that are to be sent overseas is as 
follows: 

“T shall not avail myself, at any rate at the present 
stage of the war, of the authorization conferred by the 
act to organize volunteer divisions. To do so would 
seriously interfere with the carrying out of the chief 
and most immediately important purpose contemplated 
by this legislation—the prompt creation and early use of 
an effective army and would eontribute practically 
nothing to the effective strength of the armies now en- 
gaged against Germany. I understand that the section 
of this act which authorized the creation of volunteer 
divisions in addition to the draft was added with a view 
to providing an independent command for Mr. Roosevelt 
and giving the military authority an opportunity to use 
his fine vigor and enthusiasm in recruiting the forces 
now at the western front. 

“It would be very agreeable to me to pay Mr. Roose- 
velt this compliment and the Allies the compliment of 


sending to their aid one of our most distinguished public 
men, an ex-President who has rendered many conspicuous 
public services and proved his gallantry in many strik- 
ing ways. Politically, too, it vould no doubt have a very 
fine effect and make a profound impression. But this 
is not the time or the occasion for compliment or for 
any action not calculated to contribute to the immediate 
success of the war. The business now in hand is un- 
dramatic, practical and of scientific definiteness and pre- 
cision. I shall act with regard to it. at every step and 
in every particular under expert and professional advice 
from both sides of the water. . 

“That advice is that the men most needed are men of 
the ages contemplated in the draft provision of the pres- 
ent bill, not men of the age and sort contemplated in the 
section which authorizes the formation of volunteer units, 
and that for the preliminary training of the men who-are 
to be drafted we shall need all of our experienced of- 
ficers. Mr. Roosevelt told me, when I had the pleasure 
of seeing him a few weeks ago, that he would wish to 
have associated with him some of the most effective 
officers of the Regular Army. He named many of those 
whom he would desire to have designated for the service, 
and they were men who cannot possibly be spared from 
the too small force of officers at our command, for the 
much more pressing and necessary duty of training regu- 
lar troops to be put into the field in France and Bel- 
gium as fast as they can be got ready. The first troops 
sent to France will be taken from the present forces of 
the Regular Army and will be under the command of 
trained soldiers only. 

“The responsibility for the successful conduct of our 
own part in this great war rests upon me. I could not 
escape it if I would. I am too much interested in the 
cause we are fighting for to be interested in anything 
but success. The issues involved are too immense for 
me to take into consideration anything whatever except 
the best, most effective, most immediate means of mili- 
tary action. What these means are I know from the 
mouths of men who have seen war as it is now conducted, 
who have no illusions, and to whom this grim matter 
is a matter of business. I shall centre my attention 
upon those means and let everything else wait. I 
should be deeply to blame should I do otherwise. what- 
ever the argument of policy for a personal gratification 
or advantage.” % : 

Ex-President Roosevelt held a meeting of the leaders 
among those who had been associated with him in recruit- 
ing his volunteer forces on May 20 at his home in Oyster 
Bay, L.I., and it was decided that the whole plan would 
be abandoned. Mr. Roosevelt said later that he would 
devote himself to aiding in every way possible the move- 
ment of our troops to France.

at Des Moines, Iowa, to be used for the training of 1,200 
negroes for officers of colored regiments. It also an- 
nounees the “divisional areas” of the National Army, 
which conforms exactly with the tentative divisions de- 
scribed in our issue of May 12, page 1199.

Divisions. ;

Purchase of subsistence for training camps now in 
operation is in the hands of the depot quartermaster in 
each case, and its issue is in the hands of the department 
quartermaster. Quartermasters at these camps make 
requisition upon the department Q.M., who issues the 
supplies necessary. Thus, supplies for Fort Myer are 
issued through Governors Island. :

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A transportation board under the direction of the. War 
Department to co-ordinate the shipping facilities of the 
Allies and the U.S. Government and to attain the great- 
est possible efficiency in the movement of military sup: 
plies to Europe is to be organized at the Port of New 


York. The plan, which was originated in that city by 
the New York Advisory Committee to the quartermaster’s 
depot, has been approved by Secretary of War‘ Baker. 


‘He has appointed Col. John M. Carson, U.S.A:, depot 


quartermaster at New York, to head the board, with the 
title of Superintendent of Army Transport ice of 
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the Port of New York. The taking over of the dock 
property of the German lines by the War Department 
puts into the hands of Colonel Carson docking facilities 
capable of great expansion. Plans have been drawn 
showing how the railroad connection of these docks could 
be quickly improved and large switching and sorting 
yards provided. In the development of the plan the War 
Department may lease the property of the Hoboken shore 
road, and thus be in a position to use the docks, rail- 
road and switching facilities as, practically a unit.

SPEEDING UP SEA DEFENSES. 
CONSTRUCTION OF MINE SWEEPERS. 


Representatives of twelve shipbuilding concerns con- 
ferred with the Secretary of the Navy on May 21 re- 
garding the possibility of speeding the construction of 
twenty-four combination mine sweepers and sea-going. 
tugs, reported to be destined for use in a most important 
venture abroad. In addition to the shipbuilders them- 
selves, an official of the American Bureau of Shipping 
(the American Lloyds) was present. The Secretary as- 
sured his conferees that the Government would co-operate 
with them to the extent of guaranteeing labor and ma- 
terial, and by expediting the shipment of the latter neces- 
sity. Following the conference with Mr. Daniels the 
visitors consulted Rear Admiral Robert S. Griffin and 
Chief Constr. David W. Taylor, U.S.N., with regard to 
the plans from which the ships are to be built. The ques- 
tion of skilled labor was the only impediment to quick 
delivery in the opinion of the shipbuilders. 1 
tons each, the mine sweepers are to be unusually stout 
boats, capable of overseas duty if it should be decided to 
use them to co-operate with the allied auxiliary fleets. 

The following firms were represented at the confer- 
ence: Standard Shipbuilding Co. and Staten Island Ship- 
building Co., N.Y.; Harlan and Hollingsworth Corpora- 
tion and Pusey and Jones, Wilmington, Del.; Sun Ship- 
building Co., and Chester Shipbuilding Co., Chester, Pa. ; 
Bethlehem Steel Co. (Sparrows Point, Md.); Baltimore 
Drydock Co., Baltimore; Pennsylvania Shipbuilding Co., 
Gloucester, N.J., and Todd Shipbuilding Co., N.Y. 

Secretary Daniels announced later that the contrac 
for the mine sweepers would be distributed among tlhe 
twelve firms named above, deliveries to begin within six 
months. “They will be built on the cost-plus-percentage 
basis,” said Mr. Daniels, “at a profit to the builders of 
ten per cent. above actual cost. The firms and com- 
panies which will take these contracts are not at present 
engaged on Government work, so other naval construc- 
tion will not be affected.” 

Mr. Daniels stated on the same day that the Navy 
Department hed given out contracts or completed ar- 
rangements for practically the entire building program 
authorized, with the exception of three dreadnoughts and 
some auxiliary craft. Contracts for thirty-eight subma- 
rines of the 800-ton type were let as follows: Electric 
Boat Co., New London, Conn., twenty-four; Lake Tor- 
pedo Co., four, all on cost-plus-percentage basis; and 
Portsmouth Navy Yard, ten. The number of mine sweep- 
ers to be allotted each company will be determined after 
a thorough investigation is made to see whether impor- 
tant contracts now under way will be effected at the 
yards involved. 

THE CARGO FLEET. 

Up to May 21 contracts for thirty-eight cargo vessels 
had been executed by the Emergency Fleet Corporation 
(Federal Shipping Board), it is officially stated.° These 
were awarded as follows: Merrill-Stevens Co., Jackson- 
ville, Fla., twelve wooden steamers complete and four all- 
steel steamers complete. Los Angeles Shipbuilding Co., 
Long Beach, Cal., eight all-steel steamers complete. G. M: 
Standifer Construction Corporation, Portland, Ore., ten 
wooden steamers complete. Peninsular Shipbuilding Co., 
Portland, Ore., four wooden steamers complete. The 
fact that these contracts calls for “complete” vessels is 
due to the probability that contracts soon will be let for 


ship parts which later will be assembled at a convenient 
seaport. 


ADDITIONAL STATE SCHOOL SHIPS SUGGESTED. 


In answer to the question of how state governments 
can assist in the work of training men for the merchant 
marine now under construction and being planned, the 
Council of National Defense has suggested that each 
state establish nautical school ships, similar to those in 
operation by Massachusetts and New York. The neces- 
sary instruction in seamanship, navigation and steam 
engineering could be secured from specially qualified offi- 
cers of the mercantile marine and graduates of certain 
technical schools, 
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BIDS FOR MOTOR TRANSPORTS. 


The necessity for providing transport facilities for the 
forty-six great military camps, now in operation or 
planned, has caused the War Department to put forward 
by two months the plans for purchasing the motor trucks 
and automobiles needed. Bids will, therefore, be opened 
in Chicago between June 8 and June 11 for the followings 


1 to 35,000 Type A (1%-ton) truck. 
1 to 35,000 Type B (3-ton) truck.

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American residents of London, England, have or 
ganized a movement to provide for the men of the U.S. 
‘Navy destroyer force now in B-itish waters recreation 
buildings similar to those conducted by the .Y.M.C.A, 
and other organizations for the comfort of the British 
soldiers and sailors. At a meeting of the American 
Chamber of Commerce in Londeu several American 
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firms subscribed $500 each, bringing the fund up to 
$15,000. It was decided to provide two buildings at 
ports where the sailors will have their shore leave, 
two representatives of the fund started the work. The 
buildings will have sleeping, eating and recreation rooms 
for the men, including reading rooms. A movement is 
on foot to secure a clubhouse suitable for the needs of 
all American sailors and soldiers who are likely to 
visit London quring the war. 


TRAINING OFFICERS FOR OUR ARMY. 

Brig. Gen. Henry P, McCain, The Adjutant General 
of the Army, in an article in the New York Times on 
Sunday, May 20, gives us the cheering information that 
America is to have the best army both in officers and 
men that she has ever-had in the beginning of hostilities. 
“That will be so because, as big as it is, it is going to be 
a selected army, a hand-picked army, from top to bottom, 
both as to officers and men, and it is not going to lose 
anything from its democratic character by being se- 
lected. 

“The country now has sixteen military schools actively 
at work manufacturing these officers. These schools 
might be called new West Points to the extent that the 


officers of the Army who have planned them, and who 
are managing them, are determined that the. spirit of 
these sixteen great camps, with their total enrollment 
of forty thousand prospective officers, shall be the spirit 
of the academy on the Hudson. ee 

“In any attempt to appraise the qualities of_ these 
young men in the training camps” says General Mc- 
Cain, “we must remember that the 40,000 enrolled were 
selected from 200,000 who applied for enrollment. It 
was not a draft, but it was a most rigid selective pro- 
cess by which the Army got the raw material out of 
which to make its much-needed officers. And now this 
very carefully selected raw material itself is to be sub- 
jected to the severe test of three months of experience 
and instruction to the~tune of something over forty- 
seven hours of hard work a week, with all the work and 
all the leisure under strict military discipline. : 

“After making due allowance for the men who will 
bé dropped as unfit after the three months of training, 
it is estimated that the country will have, all told, be- 
tween 40,000 and 45,000 officers, including all the of- 
ficers of the present Regular Army, those who come in 
with the state organizations, the non-commissioned of- 
ficers of the Regular Army who will qualify for com- 
missions, and the newly commissioned students from the 
sixteen training camps. 

“That will give us the 30,000 officers we will need for 
the Army we will have under arms by the Ist of Sep- 
tember, with a considerable reserve of officers for wast- 
age and for the instruction of still more officers in the 
training camps of the future, should we need them. if 
we send a big army to France next winter, the reserve 
ef officers of from 10,000 to 15,000 for wastage will be 
more than used up by the summer of 1918. 

“Some of the earlier applicants for places in the Of- 
ficers’ Reserve Corps had received their commissions be- 
fore the work of the training camps began. They worked 
hard for them and passed the examinations, but when 
the applications began to come in in such numbers we 
had ¢o call a halt on that arrangement and tell every- 
body that the three months of camp and training would 
be required for the getting of commissions. But there 
is no unfairness in this either for the commissioned or 
those who must wait. 

“All are to be treated alike in the camps, except 
for the fact that the reserve officers already commissioned 
will receive the pay of their rank while in training. 
Their work will be the same as that of the others, and 
their rank will mean nothing in camp except in ‘the 
ease of those specially qualified who may be chosen to 
serve as assistant instructors. But that distinction 
may be given to any man who is fit for it whether he 
is commissioned or not. In other words, for the pur- 
poses of the training a reserve major, captain or lieu- 
tenant will be on the same footing exactly as the un- 
commissioned applicant. 

“Our courses are designed to teach, as thoroughly as 
possible in the short time available, the duties of an of- 
ficer; first, as instructor, by subjecting the future of- 
ficers to the same drill and individual training and dis- 
cipline that they, in turn, must give to their future 
commands; second, as manager, by subjecting them to 
the same modes of life that will obtain in their future 
commands and showing them how to feed and care for 
the welfare and sanitation and comfort of their future 
commands; third, as leaders, by illustrating the tactical 
employment of troops and by giving each an opportu- 
nity for practice in tactical leadership.” 
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TO CONTINUE BUILDING STRATEGIC ROADS. 


The fact that the country is at war will not be per- 
mitted to hold up the construction of roads in those sec- 
tions which are most likely to become scenes of active 
military operations. The Secretary of War, according to 
official information, earnestly advised against discontinu- 
ing this work when he appeared before the conference of 
Governors in Washington last month. More recently in 
a letter to the Secretary of Agriculture, Mr. Baker wrote: 
“Referring to the request * * * that the War De- 
partment make known the needs of the military situa- 
tion in respect to the construetion of roads with moneys 
appropriated by the Federal Post Road Act of July 11, 
1916, I have the honor te make the following recom- 
mendations : 

“1. Federal aid under the act above mentioned should, 
in general, be granted only for such roads as can be desig- 
nated as ‘through roads’; that is reads leading from one 
center of population to another. * * * 2% The War 
Department recognizes certain areas as more likely to be 
the theater of military operations than other parts’ of 
the country. Every effort should be made to persuade 
the state road commissions to complete the network of 
through roads within these areas, and Federal aid should

hewitzer- (3,000 pounds on front wheels and 6,500 pounds 
on rear wheels when distance between axles is twelve 
feet ; width of wheel‘track five feet), or of a 3-ton truck 
fully loaded. In hill country where road foundations are 
in hardpan or rock,’the importance of artificial surfacing 
is less than the completion of a well drained roadbed join- 
ing the roads in adjacent -valleys. In such cases it is 
recommended thatthe unsurfaced road be completed be- 
fore the regulation regarding surface is enforced.” 
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RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 

In “The British Empire at War’ Urban H. Brough- 
ton, M.P., makes a brief but effective statement as to 
what his country is doing in the present great battle 
for democracy, the small volume being by way of answer 
to the suggestion that has been made in America “that 
Great Britain was not doing her full share in the terri- 
ble catastrophe that has overtaken Europe.” Mr. Brough- 
ton “lived, worked, and was happy” in the United States 
from 1887 to 1912 and, he adds, “my greatest treasure 
and my material possessions are of your country.” It 
is to set his native country right in the ideas of his 


friends in America, therefore, that he has written and 
privately published this summary of what Britain is do- 
ing with her army, navy, air service, finances and gen- 
eral resources. 

“Military Training for Boys,’ by Majors James A. 
Moss and Merch B. Stewart, U.S.A. (Banta Publishing 
Company, Menasha, Wis.), is a little work prepared 
for the use of the National School Camp Association 
that is at once a text-book and a miniature encyclopedia 
of military matters such as would come within the pur- 
view of a lad im camp. In addition to taking the stu- 
dent through the school of the company there are chap- 
ters devoted to scouting and patrolling, camp cooking, 
first aid to the injured and the care of the health. ‘The 
book is well illustrated. 

“Infantry Company Supply-Manual,” by Capt. A._E. 
Williams, Q.M.C., (Inf.) U.S.A., is a complete and up- 
to-date guide for officers and non-commissioned officers 
of Infantry concerning all articles of supplies, rations 
and equipment authorized for a company of Infantry in 
the field. This valuable aid to students and new of- 
ficers is published by Captain Williams, 2300 Nineteenth 
street, Washington, D.C. 

The Journal of the U.S. Artillery has just issued for 
reference by commandants of Coast Artillery companies 
a set of “German Warships,” compiled from various 
sources by Capt. F. H. Lineoln, C.A.C., U.S.A. The 
set of plates is. constructed on the loose-leaf system and 
consists of sixty-nine cards. comprising a short introduc- 
tion stating the purpose of the compilation; a card 
showing the several flags used by the German warships 
and merchantmen; a card giving the general data in- 
cluding all losses as far as they can be determined; 
an index of ships by classes and individual names; and 
a card for each ship giving a picture, a silhouette to 
seale, armor, armament and general data. 

“Our U.S. Army,” by Helen S. Wright, (Robert J. 
Shores: New York) presents a narrative of some of 
the more important tasks accomplished by the Army, 
aside from its purely military duties, from fhe time 
of the Lewis and Clark expedition down to the building 
of the Panama Canal. Mrs. Wright's chapters, in addi- 
tion to the two just mentioned, include accounts of the 
explorations of. Pike, Long and Bonneville; the adven- 
tures of Fremont, “Indian Treaties and Warfare ;” 
“Lieutenant Whipple’s Surveys and Adventures,” “Trou- 
ble in Kansas and the Mormon Problem,” “Explora- 
tion of the Colorado River,’ “Building of the Trans- 
continental Railroads,” “Alaska,” “Cuba and the Philip- 





pines,” and “Eradication of Disease by the Army Medical. 


Staff.” Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., has written an 
introduction. for the book in which he calls attention to 
how little our people understand the work of the Army 
“aside from its purely military activities” and points 
out that the value of this narrative is that it brings 
to “the attention of the people the general constructive 
work of the Army and the great part it has played in 
the nation’s up-building.” 

George R.. Putnam's “Lighthouses and Lightships of 
the United States” (Houghton Mifflin Co.: Boston) is 
a handsomely illustrated history of these important aids 
to navigation and safety at sea and in our inland 
waters. It not only describes the lights of all the dis- 
tricts of our country, with the buoys and day marks, but 
also the lighthouses of other countries and of antiquity. 
An excellent bibliography is added. 

“Our Flag and Its Message,’ by Majors J. A. Moss 
and Merch B. Stewart, U.S.A., (J. B. Lippincott Co.: 
Philadelphia) is a tiny and timely book devoted to telling 
what the various elements of the flag mean. With these 
is printed the President’s appeal for unity and the words 
of The Star Spangled Banner and the two other best 
known patriotic songs. All the publishers’ profits from 
this book will go to the American Red Cross. 

Under a humorous guise there is a great deal of solid 
information about life in a citizens’ training camp in 
the series of “Letters of a Plattsburg Patriot,” by 
O.N.E., (U.S. Infantry Association: Washington, D.C.) 
The writer describes his successive adventures and mis- 
adventures as an infantryman anda mounted’. rookie. 
He sums up the results of his training in these pregnant 
words: “Aside from a few of the basic principles of 
the military game, I have learned one thing we civil- 
jans- pretty generally -overlook—the value of discipline 
and team work... Incidentally, I have also dropped 
to the fact that soldiering is the job of a specialist, re- 
quiring more real head work than you might fancy.” 

In “The ‘Emden,’” (Ritter & Co.: Boston) Hell- 
muth von Mucke, executive officer of the famous German 
raider, tells the story of its long and daring cruise around 
the Indian Ocean that ended with the destruction of the 
ship on Keeling Island.» In common with all German 
officers who have written narratives of- the “war: von 
Mucke speaks in an ignoble strain of his enemies, the 
English. It is noteworthy that the message read to the 
crew on the -outb of the war eee mentions 
that “Russian troops have crossed the border into Ger- 
many,” and “as a conséquence the Empire is at war 
swith Russia and with France.” Obviously another case 
of the desire prompting the. d : 

' P. Blakiston’s Sons and Company, of Philadelphia, have 


issued a second and much enlarged edition of the work 
by Arthur Marshall, chemical inspector, Indian Ordnance 
Department of Great Britain; on “Explosives, their manu- 
facture, tests, properties and history.” It is dedicated to 
David Lloyd George, M.P., British Prime Minister; once 
minister of munitions, whose excellent likeness prefaces 
the handsome quarto_volume illuminated by seventy-seven 
illustrations. The fact that the first edition of this 
work was exhausted in a year is testimony to its value. 
In-his preface, dated Naini Tal, India, the author tells 
us that “certain aspects of the manufacture of explosives 
have become of great importance since the European ‘war 
and these have been treated in detail in this new edition. 
Before the war, nitric acid made from the air~¢ould 
hardly anywhere compete with that manufactured from 
sodium nitrate, but the blockade of Germany has altered 
this.” ‘The book is to be published in two volumes at the 
price of $16 for the two. The second volume deals mostly 
with properties and tests of explosives, but there are also 
several chapters on various special explosives. The first 
volume is the only one issued thus far. 
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THE SERVICE MONTHLIBS. 

In the May-June number of the Professional Mem- 
oirs of the Corps of Engineers, U.S.A., the following 
articles have been contributed by Army officers who are 
members of that Corps: ‘Improving the Ohio River 
Below Pittsburgh; Pa.,” by Major J. C. Oakes; “Triton 
Electroplating Plant at Washington Barracks, D.C.,” by 
Lieut.

for universal military service and a protest against the 
use of volunteer troops that presents unanswerable ar- 
guments. Comdr. T. T. Craven, U.S.N., writes on “Tac- 
tics and Gunnery,” in the light of information acquired 
through naval battles of the -present war; and Major 
H. C. Davis, U.S.M.C., contributes a study on “Logistics : 
Its Influence Upon the Gonduct of War and its Bearing 
upon the Preparation of War Plans.” There is another 
instalment of Rear Admiral Casper F. Goodrich’s docu- 
mentary history of “Our Navy and the West Indian 


Pirates ;’ and Dr. Harold S. Hulbert has written a brief, 


essay on “Compulsory Citizenship Training.” 

Among the articles in the May number of the Infantry 
Journal are “Instructing in Map Reading,’ by Capt. 
C. D. Herron, 3d Field Art.; “The Field Kitchen Prob- 
lem,” by Lieut. C. N. Sawyer, Inf.; some reports on 
“Field Fortifications” from abroad “compiled from au- 
thentic sources;” the third of the series of articles on 
“A Tactical Walk,” by William H. Waldron, 29th Inf., 
and “Bayonet Training,” this last article being illus- 
trated with photographs taken in the English training 
schools.

PREJUDICE THE OBSTACLE TO PROGRESS. 


Park Benjamin calls attention in the Independent to 
the fact that the Germans are using the torpedo plane 
invented by Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.A., and 
described by Mr. Benjamin in the Independent of Nov. 2, 
1914. Two and one-half years later, May 2, 1917, the 
British Admiralty announced that the British steamer 
Gena, of 2,784 tons, was sunk May 1 by a torpedo dis- 
charged from a German seaplane off Aldburg (Suffolk, 


England). With reference to this Mr. Benjamin well 
says: 

“The formidable character of this new weapon was 
quickly recognized everywhere except in the United States 
Navy Department. Since the Independent published its 
description it was used by Lieutenant Boyle, of the Brit- 
ish navy, to sink four Turkish vessels in the Sea of Mar- 
mora. It was tested experimentally by Captain Gtuideni, 
of the Italian navy, upon the standard naval target 3,000 

ards distant and, made nine hits out of a possible ten. 
When it was brought—and repeatedly brought—to the 
notice of the United States Navy Department, it was 
ignored, in accordance with a persistent policy of decry- 
ing naval aviation in general, in consequence of which 
our fleet to-day is without such scouts and therefore in 
comparison with the German fleet, which is amply sup- 
plied with them, is pretty nearly blind. Whoever is re- 
sponsible for this obduracy and neglect should be held 
— for whatever disaster may result from such 
a policy. 

“Meanwhile, and as usual, having been the_ first. to 
invent a new weapon, we do nothing to avail ourselves 
of it until after other nations have done so. This is the 
way we acted..with respect to the submarine, the tele- 
scope gun sight (which has made modern naval gunnery 
possible) and the machine gun. And in the present latest 
instance of the lack of foresight of the Navy’ Department 
we have now the humiliation of witnessing the inven- 
tion—not of some unknown genius, but of the ablest in- 
ventor the Navy itself has ever produced—adopted by the 
public enemy and liable to be turned against ourselves at 
any time.” : 

The ablest man we have ever had in the Navy Depart- 
ment within our knowledge was Gustavus Vasa Fox, a 
graduate of the Naval Academy, who, after. the broadeén- 
ing experience of employment in civil life, was appointed 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy under Gideon Welles 
during the Civil War. : at 

“Sailors, you know,” said Mr. Fox in a letter written 
in 1869, “are conservative and impatient, slow to change 
‘old ‘ideas and restless under efforts necessary to reach 
perfection, but when the hour of trial comes they will 
not disappoint the just expectations of thé country.” 
Harvey said that hé could make no converts to his theory 
ef the eirculation of the blood among men past middle 
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life, and a distinguished Harvard professor reported in 
1863 that he encountered at Washington “the most un- 
accountable absence of practical trust in great physical 
picpcinles which had not been ingrained by the estab- 

hed modes of old naval warfare.” There has been im- 
provement since that time, but the attitude of mind of 
our naval authorities toward new ventures is not yet 
ideal. Had it been otherwise we should have been far 
better prepared to meet the conditions of present naval 
warfare than we are now. It is to be hoped that the 
younger officers of our Navy will cultivate the habit of 
open-mindedness and not neglect our naval service to the 
limitations of prejudice. 
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GREAT AIR PROGRAM PLANNED. 


America’s war policy in the air was announced in 
Washington on May 20 by Howard Coffin of the Coun- 
cit of National Defense. It involves turning out 3,500 
air machines, including both training and battle types, 
during the next year and the creation of an aircraft 
production board which will arrange for a constant 
stream of aviators and mechanics to the American forces 
in Europe. Aircraft schools and training camps will 
be established on a large scale. 

Members of the aircraft production board are Howard 
Coffin, chairman; Brig. Gen. George O. Squier, C.S.O., 
U.S.A.; Chief Const. David W. Taylor, U.S.N.; 8S. D. 
Waldron, former vice president of the Packard Motor 
Company; E. E. Deeds, former general manager of the 
National Cash Register Company, and R. L. Montgomery 
of the Philadelphia firm of Montgomery, Clothier aud 
Taylor, who will serve as financial and business adviser. 
An important function of the board will be to bring 
manufacturers together and help make their resources 
available to the Government. : 

“We have been in constant touch for weeks with the 
aircraft makers on the problem of quantity production 
of machines,” Mr. Coffin said in his statement, “and 
the Government authorities are already signing con- 
tracts for as many machines as our present appropria- 
tion permits. The United States can depend on a min- 
imum of 8,500 aircraft of all types the first year if 
Congress authorizes us to proceed. ‘The program we 
now have in mind would provide for both training and 
combat machines. Only a few American manufacturers 
are in a position to handle large contracts, but European 
orders for training machines within the past two years 
have helped in some measure to overcome a tremendous 
disadvantage existing at the beginning of the war. In 
building battle planes the engine is the chief problem. 

“American manufacturers are now conducting success- 
ful experiments with both new and foreign types and 
we are confident that we shall be able to develop within 
the year the manufacture of motors of sufficient power 
and endurance for use at the front. All reports that the 
United States intends to purchase aeroplanes abroad are 
manifestly false, since the Allies are constantly in need 
of more machines than their own resources can supply. 

“The country has made progress in developing avia- 
tors. Last month a .roup of Army officers visited the 
training camp of the Royal Flying Corps at Borden, On- 
tario, one of the four camps established in Canada, and 
the aviation school at Toronto, where cadets are trained 
under military discipline. for the service. In these 
schools there has been incorporated the latest European 
experience in the development of this new art of the air. 
Our officers were deeply impressed with their observa- 
tions and as a result we called together here the heads 
of six prominent engineering schools which also have 
military training and which have prepared plans to es- 
tablish a similar system in the United States. The 
six institutions are the universities of California, Texas, 
Illinois and Ohio, Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
and Cornell University. 

“Three technical instructors from each of these places 
were sent to Toronto. They returned on May 8 after a 
comprehensive study of the course given there, prepared 
to teach it themselves. On May 10 these six engineering 
schools opened similar cadet aviation schools at their 
respective institutions. Twenty-five cadets a week are 
entering each of the six colleges, which means that as 
soon as the first entering class completes its preliminary 
work approximately 150 students a week will be available 
for the regular training camp with a good ground work 
on which to start their practical training. There will 
be 600 cadets in the six colleges by July 1.” 
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GENERAL BELL TO REVIEW PARADE. . 


Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., commanding the 
Eastern Department, has accepted the honor of review- 
ing the Memorial Day parade in the Borough of Man- 
hattan, New York city, on Wednesday morning, May 
30, and it will be the most interesting held in many 
years. It is probable that Governor Whitman may also 
be with the reviewing party. 

Col. Andrew Boyd, of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
will be grand marshal of the parade and Isidore Isaacs, 
his Adjutant General, who only took office a few weeks 

o, has completed all the many details, in record time. 
He has worked day and night to complete the arrange- 
ments, and has shown remarkable vigor for a man so 
advanced in years. 

The parade will include a number of new features, 
made possible by the participation of women and Home 
Defense units, in addition to the Regular and National 
Guard forces, war veterans, and others. 

The reviewing stand will be at the Soldiers and Sailors 
monument, on the. west side of Riverside Drive at 
eighty-ninth street. The parade will start sharp at nine 
a.m., from Sixty-eighth street and West End avenue. 
The route will then be to Seventy-second street, thence 
West to Riverside Drive, north along Riverside Drive 
to Ninety-second street,, and then east through Ninety- 
wecond street to Amsterdam avenue, where the parade 
will be dismissed. _ 

The procession will be headed by organizations of

The 7th Cadet Division will be under Capt. Edwin 
D. Graff. The 8th Cadet Division will have a woman 
commander with two woman aids mounted, and twenty 
horsewomen, and twenty womén afoot. 

The 9th Division, under command of Miss Bthel 
Schiess, with two mounted aids, will consist of 100 
mounted women, and -some afoot, all in khaki uni- 
form. Organizations of National Guard stationed in the 
Borough. of Brooklyn, New York city, will parade in 
that borough under command of Brig. Gen. John F. 
Foote. The 8th Coast Defense Command, 2d Battalion, 
2d-Field Artillery, and Hospital Corps Detachment at- 
tached to 2d Field Artillery, will parade in the Borough 
of the Bronx, under command of Col. E. F. Austin. 
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FRENCH SOCIETY OF THE CINCINNATI. 


In connection with the statement that during his visit 
to Newburgh, N.Y., Marshal Joffre had been made an 
honorary member of the Society of the Cincinnati was the 
further statement that this was the first time this honor 
had been bestowed since Lafayette received it. As a 
matter of fact, Lafayette never was an honorary mem- 
ber of the Cincinnati. He was an officer of the Ameri- 
can Army at the time the order was established and was 
one of its original members, as were forty other French- 
men, including Capt. and Brevet Major Pierre-Charles 
L’Enfant, who became an officer in our Corps of Engi- 
neers and professor of civil and military engineering at 
the Military Academy. L’Enfant designed the plan of 
the city of Washington and was the architect of several 
public buildings at the capital. 

The Order of the Cincinnati was instituted at a meet- 
ing of the general officers and delegates from the several 
line and staff corps of the Continental Army held at 
Washington’s headquarters, Newburgh, N.Y., May 10, 
1783. At this meeting Baron de Steuben presided. The 
historic names of the War of the Revolution are on the 
roll of its original members and in the honorary list may 
be found a number of Presidents of the United States 
and Army and Navy officers arid civilians of distinction, 
including President Loubet, of the French Republic, who 
was elected July 4, 1902. 

At the first meeting of the society the following French- 
men who had participated in our War of the Revolution 
were elected members: Chevalier de la Luzerne, Minister 
Plenipotentiary of France; Sier Gerard, his predecessor 
in office; the Count d’Estaing, the Count de Grasse, the 
Yount de Barras, the Chevalier des Touches, the Count 
de Rochambeau and the generals and colonels of the 
Army commanded by Rochambeau; the admirals and 
commanders in the French navy assisting us. Dec. 18, 
1783, King Louis XVI. promulgated a decree authorizing 
French officers of the land and naval services to accept 
membership in the Cincinnati, claims for membership to 
be passed upon by the King, the same as for the Roval 
and Military Order of St. Louis. The Frenchmen en- 
titled to admission to the order showed the greatest eager- 
ness to join the Cincinnati and a branch was immediately 
established in France. 

he French troops who came to our aid numbered 
12,724 officers and men, besides 500 marines; 3,100 of 
these troops came from St. Domingo. The naval forces 
numbered thirty-five ships of the line, eleven frigates and 
two cutters. It was the officers of these French forces 
who were eligible to the Cincinnati. Many of them be- 
longed to the highest nobility and the most distinguished 
families of France, and several of them lost their 
heads during the Reign of Terror. When the Jacobin 
National Convention suppressed the French military 
orders with titles of nobility, ete., they spared the Cin- 
cinnati. Prince de Talleyrand, who had a brother in the 
French contingent, in his memoirs says: “The young 
members of the French nobility who enlisted in the cause 
of Independence devoted themselves afterward to the 
principles in defense of which they had shed their blood.” 
To them is largely due “the great revolution in the last 
decade of the eighteenth century, which in its final 
results so greatly ameliorated the conditions of the labor- 
ing classes in Europe.” The pecuniary contributions of 
France to this country amounted to 53,000,000 francs. - 
_ The original members of the Society of the Cincinnati 
in France numbered 245, with Count de Rochambeau, 
Knight of the Holy Ghost, Knight Grand Cross of St. 
Louis and Grand Officer of the Legion of Honor, at their 
head. Besides these there were eighty-six honorary mem- 
bers, officers of the French army who served with dis- 
tinction in our War of Independence, but could not be 
admitted under the rules of the order. They were not 
granted heritable succession as were full members. 

We are indebted for these interesting facts to a volume 


prepared by Asa Bird Gardiner, LL.D., L.H.D.,. presi-

copies by the Rhode Island Society in 1905. 
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THE HORSE STILL USEFUL IN WAR. 


Motors for transportation and tractors for hauling big 
guns have not ended the usefulness of the horse in mod- 
ern warfare, according to Gen. G. T. M. Bridges, of 
the British war commission now in this country. In 
an interview he gave on this subject General Bridges 
said : 

“In the Artillery branch of the Service the horse 
is’ still not only most useful, but in many instances 
cannot be replaced by tractors or motor vehicles of any 
type. Roads are built when possible, but in the case 
of a rapid advance teams of eight heavy draught ar- 
tillery horses drag their gums over ground that is ab- 
solutely impassable to any motor yet invented. In 
the Artillery many American-bred light draught horses 
are now used, but for the long pull the old-fashioned 
type of English Clydesdale and other English working 
breeds seem to give the best results. 

“The usefulness of the horse is not confined to Ar- 
tillery and Cavalry. The pack horse, though occupy- 
ing a more humble position, is none the less indispen- 
sable. Munitions, food and water are carried by him 
into regions where the motor cannot penetrate. Some- 
where the statement was made that the average life 
of the horse at the front is ten days. Had this been 
the case we should never have been able to supply the 
losses caused by such mortality. As a matter of fact, 
about forty per cent. of the horses brought to the Con- 
tinent by the first expeditionary forces are still alive 











and in better condition than when first shipped across the 
Channel. 

“Had England had scientifically arranged government 
breeding stations similar to those upon which the French 
and German governments had spent many millions, the 
supply of horses suitable for army purposes would have 
been much larger at the beginning of the war than it 
was, and a higher standard of remount for the artil- 
lery and cavalry might have been established. In this 
country, I understand that at Front Royal, Va., and in 
the West, Government breeding stations have been 
started, and that some of the most prominent of the 
breeders and turfmen of the country, notably Mr Au- 
= Belmont and Mr. H. P. Whitney, have generously 

onated thoroughbred stallions for the Government for 
this laudable work. These stations should serve to set 
a standard for the Artillery and Cavalry remount, and 
be of incalculable value in improving the general breed 
of Army horses.’ 
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PRESIDIO RED CROSS CHAPTER.

For the past year 
Mrs. Glenn H. Davis has had charge of the work and 
has kept together this devoted band of women, holding 
the meetings for the most part in her own home. Through 
their energy and hard work two No. 1 boxes, as they are 
designated—consisting of hospital bandages and supplies 
—have been turned in to the society. 

With the impetus of war, so large an application for 
membership from the Presidio and surrounding posts 
resulted, that a meeting was called by Mrs. Lawrence 
Brown, wife of Major Lawrence Brown, C.A.C., at 
that time in command of the Presidio—to decide upon 
the advisability of forming an auxiliary chapter. The 
officers elected were as follows: Mrs. Lawrence Brown, 
chairman; Mrs. Thomas Slavens, treasurer; Mrs. Ger- 
ald C. Grant, secretary. The meetings are being held 
at the Officers’ Club, Presidio, on Monday and Friday 
afternoons; at Mrs. Bottoms’ quarters, Fort Scott, on 
Tuesdays; and meetings are held at Forts McDowell, 
Miley, Barry, etc. Any information regarding work to 
be done will be gladly furnished by any of the three of- 
ficers named.

HOW TO HELP THE CONSCRIPTS. 


A correspondent sends us the letter that follows from 
Mr. Joseph W. Jackson, who acted as one of the branch 
chairmen for the Training Camps Association in obtain- 
ing men for the training camps and in supplying appli- 
cants with the necessary blanks, information, etc. : 

“Why would it not be a material help for the Depart- 
ment to prepare and give to each and every young man 
who registers under the Conscription Act a pamphlet set- 
ting forth as clearly and briefly as possible just what is 
expected of him so that he can begin to prepare himself? - 
By urging each young man to take every advantage of 
opportunities to drill and thereby learn the rudiments be- 
fore he was called to regular camp it would seem the 
great majority of these young men could get in from one 
to two months preliminary work. For instance, in this 
little city (Williston, N.D.), in addition to our Co. E, 
1st N.D. Inf., we have organized a civilian auxiliary in- 
cluding youngsters of fifteen or sixteen, and then on u 
to forty-five years of age. We drill two evenings cuek 
week under instructions of Company E officers and have 
made excellent progress. If every young man subject to 
draft, who lives hereabouts would at once join this or- 
ganization we could do a great deal for him and thereby 
aid the Government in his preparation for service. At 
least, such drill and setting up exercises as we would 
give them would bring them to camp in good physical 
condition and lessen the awkward squads. 

“A message direct from the Secretary of War, the 
President and leading Army men would offer unusual op- 
portunity for a personal appeal to each young man, and 
would certainly stir his patriotism and remind him of 
the great privilege he is about to have of serving his 
country. Such messages in each pamphlet would tend to 
bring them to camp full of enthusiasm and eager to be at 
their work. If there is insufficient time to do this before 
registration day the pamphlets could be sent out immedi- 
ately the list of names became available.”

The elaborate nature of the defensive-offensive cam- 
paign against the submarine in allied waters is revealéd 
in a masterly little pamphlet on the subject by A. Rous- 
seau, naval editor of the Paris Temps, says the Nation. 
The entire French coast from Belgium to Italy has been 
divided into small patrolling sectors, each with its own 
assigned reconnaissance forces. ‘These comprise hydro- 

lanes and captive balloons as well as ships of all kinds, 

e hydroplanes maintain a regular daily patrol. Wire- 
less serves the double purpose of giving warning .to 
merchant ships and co-ordinating the movements of the 
patrol boats. A new method uses submerged nets, not 
for the purpose of barring out the U-boats or snaring 
them, but for the purpose of locating them. These nets 
are free-floating and electrically connected with some cen- 
tral station, on the model of the electrically charged 
barb-wire employed by the British in the Boer war te 
give notice of the presence of an enemy. A submarine 

the mere act of brushing by one of these nets records 
its presence at a certain spot, which is immediately be- 
sieged by — and aeroplanes. M. Rosseau esti- 
mates that by the first of this year there were sixty miles 
of protective and exploratory network in French waters. 

le lays stress on the development of the British 
mine-field barrage for a distance of more than 250 miles 
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from Jutland to Flamborough Head. Hitherto, he says, 
the U-boats have been able to pick their way among the 
mines, but dispositions have now been made to prevent 
their breaking the line by passing either under the mines 
er between them.”

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THE MEDICAL RESERVE CORPS. 


To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

A member of the Medical Reserve Corps (Old Pat- 
tern) says he is discouraged. Well? Can you blame 
him? 

If be knew that it is the intention of the War De- 
partment to make him a captain or a major m the 
Reserve Corps, as soon as such a promotion cam be 
made under the law—three months from the time war was 
declared, he might not be quite so discouraged but, he 
does not know—nobody has told him. 

It might possibly help him to decide to accept the 
commission of first lieutenant, which has been sent him, 
if he knew it would only be three months before he 
would be made a captain or a major but, he does not 
know that—nobody has told him. 

Only about one fourth of the M.R.C. (0.P.) seem to 
have accepted their commissions, and the reason is not 
far te find. It is simply this. They wish te know 
what they are up against and, they do not—nobody 
has told them. ms 

Before they were asked to accept commissions as first 
@ieutenants they should have been informed whether 
or not they might expect promotion shortly. A little 

ublicity would have made the entire matter clear; as 
t is they are all at sea. 

Probably very few of these men care to accept com- 
missions as first lieutenants to remain as such—they 
have been “janior officers” as “Discharged” says, about 
as long as they care to be; and few of them are gam- 
blers but, to accept the commission sent them without 
any knowledge of what their future is to be is most 
certainly a gamble. - *~ : we : 

The fact that civilian physicians without military train- 
ing are being commissioned with higher rank has also, 
im the absence of any statement as to why it has been 
done, made them still more suspicious. The facts as 
they are should be given them at once. Then we shall 
see nearly all the older men quickly accepting the 
lower rank, there to patiently wait until they may, 
under the law, be promoted. ae ; 

When line officers begin writing to this journal in be- 
half of these older medical officers of the old M.R.C., 
it should be patent to everybody that there is a reason. 
They wish to see justice done. I think all will ap- 
preciate the interest shown by Major Hunt in his recent 
letter. Many line officers are advising against the 
acceptance of these commissions as first lieutenants, on 
the ground that these officers should leave the service 
if they cannot expect a higher rank. On this account 
again there is need for publicity. Let the facts be

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THE NAVY SERVICE BLOUSE. 
U.S. Naval Training Station, Newport, R.I. 
To THE EprTor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In the past few issues of the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL 
I have seen several letters in regard to the possibility of 
changing the Army service coat. 

I am wondering if the officers of the Navy are to con- 
tinue to be uncomfortable and unbeautiful in the present 
service blouse—the tight, high collar, the absence of 
pockets, the unnautical appearance and the unmilitary 
appearance due to wrinkles, all combine to make this 
garment thoroughly unsuitable. I can see no reason why 
we should not’ have a double-breasted jacket. 

In wardrooms and elsewhere I have heard the follow- 
ing objections to the double-breasted jacket: (1) It looks 
too much like a C.P.O.’s; (2) you have to wear a clean 
shirt with it; (3) we have had the present service coat 
too long to change it now; (4) the double-breasted jacket 
is unmilitary. ; . 

I refute all these objections as follows: (1) It would 
not look like a C.P.O.’s on account of the lack of rating 
badge, stripes on sleeve cuffs, large size buttons; (2) 
needs no refutation; (3) it is never too late to learn; 
(4) it is not unmilitary because it will not wrinkle, bulge, 
nor be continually unbuttoned as is the present coat. 

In addition any tater will tell you a service blouse is 
the hardest garment in the world to make, and any doctor 
will tell you a tight, high-buttoned coat is unhygienic. 
It seems to me that the only advantage of the blouse 
ever the jacket is that you don’t have to wear a cravat 
with the blouse. If the double-breasted jacket should 
ever replace the blouse the Uniform Regulations should 
provide a plain turn-over collar of certain height limits 
and a plain black cravat tied with a four-in-hand knot. 

I would also like to say that the special full dress coat 
should be abolished. The frock coat can well take its 
place and save us a ldt of expense and bother. 

UNCOMFORTABLE. 
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CREDIT FOR CADET SERVICE.

To rHE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I noticed in your issue of March 3, page 871, “Staff 
Universal Service Bill,” the following: “In computing 
length of commissioned service for rank and promotion 

* * * one day’s credit for each five days’ service as 
a N.C.O. in the Regular Army, as cadet officer in the per- 
manent personnel of the Army, or in a cadet corps where 
there is a Regular Army officer detailed.” 

I would like to ask if this means that no service at 
West Point is to count at all unless the man happened 
to be a cadet officer? Does it mean that a West Pointer 
is to be credited with no service whatever as a cadet 
unless he was a cadet officer, but that a man who was 
a N.C.O. in the Regular Service is to be credited with 
one day for every five as such? And that a “tin school” 
cadet officer is likewise to be so credited? 

If such is the case, what is the use of going to West 
Point? As far as I can see, the Military Academy is 
discredited a good deal by such a remarkable discrim- 
ination. Suppose a man is a cadet Ist sergeant at 





West Point for a year and then is “busted” and never 
-“ to be a cadet officer; is he to receive no credit at 
all? . 

Of all the arguments I ever heard against going to 
West. Point, this is the best. Go to West Point, fail 
to be a cadet officer for any reason and then be ranked 
out the. rest of your life: by a man who was a cadet 
officer at some “tin school,” or by any N.C.O. in the Reg- 
ular Service! The workings of the man’s mind who 
evolved that are certainly remarkable.

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from reports Mey 18-24.) 
THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. 
The British and French offensive, which showed some 





momentary signs of slackening during the preceding - 
week, has been resumed. Strong attacks have been de- - 


livered by the British during the present week in the 
neighborhood of Bullecourt, and by the French in Cham- 
pagne and the region north of the Aisne river. The Ger- 
mans have lost strongly defended positions in all three 
portions of their front, despite the fact that they now 
have stronger numbers in action on the front between 
Lens and Moronvillers than at any previous time. A 
French éstimate purporting to have an authoritative basis 
places at eighty-four divisions the total number of Ger- 
mans engaged on this front at one time or another in 
the period from April 9 to May 11, 

On the British front action is still concentrated about 

Bullecourt. Here the British have for some days held 
ruined village, of which they completed their occu- 
pe Boag M 7, The Germans, however, have main- 
tained themselves in a system of trenches on a front of 
gome 2,000 yards, to the west of the village. This point, 
the most exposed part of the German salient pointing 
toward Arras, it has been the object of the British te re- 
duce by a series of advances to either side of it. At the 
same time they have kept up their pressure farther north 
by bombardment and infantry thrusts beth south and 
north of the Searpe river. Before Lens and farther to 
the north, both sides have carried on a warfare of raids 
and reconnoissances suggesting the possibility of blows in 
a fresh quarter. 3 . : . 

Berlin on May 18 reported the artillery fire as in- 
ereased on both sides of the Scarpe, and announced the 
repulse of a British attack directed eastward from Gav- 
relle towards Fresnes, on the night of May 17-18. On 
the following night, Berlin reports, the British attacked 
anew along the Gavrelle-Fresnes line, which is likewise 
the line of the main highway from Arras to Douai. Early 
in the morning of May 20 the British attacked on the 
front extending from Bullecourt to Fontaine-lez-Croisilles, 
some two miles to the north. They announce the capture 
of a mile of the opposing front, and the failureof heavy 
German counter-attacks, delivered later on the same day. 
The front taken was officially described as forming a part 
of the “Hindenburg line,” a term used to designate the 
defensive front organized by the Germans in the rear of 
‘the old trench line to the east of Arras, captured by the 
British early in April. The Berlin statement, silent on 
this loss, simply reports the repulse of British attacks 
south of the Scarpe, mear Monehy. In the evening of 
the 20th, the British gain, according to London, was in- 
creased by -the capture of a supporting trench. The 
British stated that they engaged two German divisions 
and took 150 prisoners. Berlin, May 21, admitted the 
abandonment of a trench in this locality, but asserted 
that in another part the attack, after penetrating a 
trench east of Croisilles, had been driven out. On the 
22d, says Berlin, the British attacks in the same region 
were renewed and repulsed. In the minor operations on 
the north flank of the present battle line the Germans 
were active around Lens, Loos and Ypres, the British 
in the direction of Armentiéres and Lens. With the 
exception of skirmishing near Gouzeaucourt, the part of 
the British front adjacent to St. Quentin and Cambrai, 
was. inactive. : 

In the earlier part of the week under review the 
French remained on the defensive, withstanding numer- 
ous attacks, which the adversary directed chiefly on their 
new positions upon the Chemin des Dames ridge, in the 
Aisne region.. The Germans brought te bear a heavy 
artillery fire against the exposed French positions, nota- 
bly northwest of Braye and north of Craonne, east of La 
Royére farm in the former region. Berlin, May 18, re- 
ported the capture of a trenci with more than 150 pris- 
oners by companies of Berliners and Brandenburgers. 
The French on May 18 sustained a heavy bombardment 
and several attacks in their position at the northeastern 
ridge of the Californie plateau to the north of Craonne. 
They reperted heavy German fire also on Mont Cornillet 
and Mont Haut, near Moronvillers, in Champagne, and 
an enemy surprise attack near Auberive, immediately to 
the east. A ‘small French offensive on the Winterburg 
farm; north of Craonne, was noted as repulsed in the 
Berlin statement of the 19th, and a slight improvement 
of the German ition néar Braye-en-Laonnois was 
claimed of the Braye operation. Near Rheims be- 
tween that place and Courey on the north, the Ger- 
mans attacked without gain on May 19. Early in the 
morning of the 20th the German artillery again violently 
pounded the front from Cerny to Hurtebise, after which 
reports the French statement, a German general assault 
was avoi the answering French artillery. Paris 
conceded ‘tha loss of about 200 yards of trench, but as- 
serted that an attack on the French salient at Boyelle 
had been wholly driven back. On May 20 the German 
official statement reported an increase in the French ar- 
tillery fire in western Cham e, the forezunner of the 
forthcoming new French a’ . The French attacked 
ou the evening of May 20, suddenly throwing forward 
their troops_on the slopes of Mont Cornillet, and two 
heights to the east of that emimence, the Casque and 


the Teton. Cornillet, originally assaulted on May 2, had 
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resisted all previous a a although the southerz 
—- and east. a west: of the summit had 
fallen into French hands. On this occasion the French 
were finally able to occupy the summit, and, according to 
the Paris statement, the northern slo; Berlin, however, 
insisted that the slope remained in German hands. The 
Casque and Teton heights were both claimed by the 
French as captured, and the statement added that all 
important observation points in the region south of 
Moronvillers and Nauroy were now in French hands. The 
details of the struggle for Mt. Cornillet, as given in a 
dispatch, reveal the difficulties attending its capture. The 
nature of the limestone soil had enabled the defense to 
dig a tunnel system underneath the mountain, in whieh 
reserves were stationed, out of the reach of French shells, 
ready to come to the support of the troops holding the 
trenches on the summit. The French reported the cap- 
ture of about 1,000 prisoners in the course of this opera- 
tion. German infantry attacks against the captured 
wants failed on the following day. 
nm May 22 the French guns opened a violent cannon- 
ade in the region north of Craonne. This was followed 
by an attack on the Vauelere and Californie plateaux, 
having for its objectives the capture of the edges of these 
areas, with the high points dominating the Ailette valley 
to the north. This valley had hitherto remained in great 
part inaccessible to the French artillery, and had af- 
forded shelter to the Germans in their efforts ta drive 
back the French on the Chemin des Dames ridge. Paris, 
on the 23d, reported that the desired positions had been 
gained.

THE BUSSIAN THEATER OF WAR. 


_ The Teutons have in many parts of this front in Rus- 
sia resumed action against the ing lines, where the 
present Russian command is endeavoring to put a stop 
to the recent practice of Russian troops consorting with 
the enemy. umerous artillery bombardments and minor 
attacks are reported. Near Vladimir-Volynski, Petro- 
grad, May 18, —, the repulse of a German attack. 
Teuton artille was reported as heavy in the Riga 
region on the Dvina, west of Lutsk and at ether points 
on the 19th. On the 20th Petrograd reported Teuton 
attacks east of Kaluzem (Riga region) and east of 
Koverla on the Moldavian front. In connection with 
the resumption of fighting may be cited the protest of the 
French special representative in Russia, M. Thomas, 
who has addressed to one of the revolutionary bodies a 
complaint about the failure of the Russian forces to keep 
the adversary engaged at a time when the western Allies 
wwe engaged in costly attacks upon the German front 
in France. 


ITALY, SERBIA, TURKEY. 


The Italian attack on the Isonzo which started on 
May 14 has developed into a sustained offensive not un- 
like that going on in France. During the second week 
of this offensive the Italians have developed artillery fire 
superiority along a front of some twenty miles between 
Tolmino and the Adriatie coast. have made im- 
portant advances north and seuth of Goritz. At 
the same time they have stood off the offensive which the 
Austrian troops started on the northern Italian or Tren- 
tino frontier, by way of an attempt to divert the efforts 
of the Italian attack from its objective. The operations 
of the week employed as much or more military power 
than was exerted in the Italians’ capture of Goritz last 
year. Prisoners taken im the first days of the offensive, 
according to Rome’s statement of May 18, totaled 6,432. 
On that day it was announced that the Austrian forces 
had counter-attacked at a number of points and failed. 
British heavy artillery was said to be on the Italian 
front, co-operating in the offensive. The Austrian ac- 
tivity was greatest about Bodrez (on the Isonze below 
ee) on Mt. Vodice and at Grazigna, northeast of 
ryoritz. 

The Italians on May 18 proceeded to center their attack 
on Mt. Vodice. This height rises from the valley of the 
Isenzo, between Mt. Cueco on the north and Mente San- 
to on the south. The three formed the main defensive 
points of the Austrian Isonzo line between Goritz and 
Tolmino. On Vodice accordingly, General Cadorna, hav- 
ing gained possession of Mt. Cucco, bent his efferts. On 
the 19th Rome announced the capture of Height 652, one 
of the Vodice summits, after a battle among the rock 
shelters upon the sides, where the Austrians had pre- 
pared a defensive system of caverns and machine guns. 
The Htalians took 379 prisoners. The fighting was over 
ground somewhat kindred in character toe the Devil’s Den, 
on Little Round Top, but fortification had added to the 
natural difficulties, ite the artillery, on the other hand, 
offered the attacking party an aid which it did not have 
in the Devil’s Den struggle. The Italians eaptured on 
the mountain two 4-inch guns, two 6-imch mortars and a 
number of machine guns with ammunition. East of 
Goritz, on May 19, the Italians made some farther prog- 
ress. On the 20th the Italians attempted, according to 
the Austrian report, to repeat at Monte Santo their suc- 
cess on Mt. Vodice, but were thrown back by the Mar- 
burg Landstrum in bayonet fighting, after having reached 
the Monte Santo convent, and lost 250 men in prisoners 
to the Austrians.: The Italians on the 2ist reported the 
capture of Hill 363, east of Plava, and farther gain on 
Vodice. They also reported the outbreak of a series of 
bombardments and attacks against the Italians’ Trentino 
front. Here the work of the preceeding months, in which 
the Italians had laboriously elevated a great number of 
guns to commanding Alpine heights of difficult access 
facilitated the defense. No serious Austrian gains were 
noted. In the Traviznolo Valley the Austrians gained a 
momentary ascendency, but were beaten back, according 
to Rome’s report of the 23d. : 

After a brief pause the Italians’ main pressure shifted 
to the southern Carso plateau, where, Rome reports on 
May 24, the Austrian lines were extensively broken on a 
front of thirteen miles from Castagnavizza to the sea. 
The Austrians were subjected to preparatory artillery 
fire for ten hours. The Italian infantry then advanced 
with remarkable success, capturing Jamiano, three miles 
east of Monfaleone, among other places and taking a 
great number ‘of prisoners, estimated at 9,000. 

In Macedonia the offensive of the Entente Allies, in- 
tense at many points during early May, has died down. 
The fact that Prussian Guard battalions are now on the 
Macedonia front, as mentioned im the German communi- 
eation of May 18, indicates some measure of success in 
the Balkan attacks, as a holding offensive contributory 
to the greater offensive in France. Reports from Bul- 
garia and Germany present the suspension of attacks on 
the Cerna and 
ferce. French reports chronicle the failure of Bulgar 
counter-attacks designed to retake lost ground, particu- 
larly on the Struma, from the British, and at Dobro- 

je, from the Serbs. ‘

NAVAL NOTES OF THE WAR. 


A raid by Austrian naval forces, aided by a German 
submarine in the Adriatic Sea on May 14, resulted badly 
for British, French and Italian ships. The British Ad- 
miralty announced that fourteen allied drifters had been 
sunk in the raid and that the British light cruiser Dart- 
mouth, with the Italian rear admiral aboard, had been 
torpedoed subsequently, but had reached port safely. - 
Three men were killed aboard the Dartmouth, one offi- 
cer and four men missing and believed to be dead, and 
seven wounded. There were no-other casualties to Brit- 
ish ships. The Admiralty stated that the British war- 
ships Dartmouth and Bristol pursued the Austrian ves- 
sels to a point near Cattaro, when, enemy battleships 
coming to their assistance, the British vessels were com- 
pelled to withdraw. Italian airmen, after a battle in the 
air, attacked the Austrian warships outside Cattaro and 
confidently affirm that one of the enemy’s cruisers was on 
fire and being taken in tow off Cattaro im a sinking con- 
dition. One other of the enemy’s cruisers was reported 
by the British Admiralty as badly damaged. The Aus- 
trian official report states that Italian destroyers, three 
merehantmen and twenty armed guard vessels became 
victims in the raid. Seventy-two Englishmen of the 
erews of the guard vessels were captured. “In brilliant 
co-operation with our naval forces,” says the Austrian 
report, “a German submarine sunk with a torpedo an 
English cruiser with four funnels.” A semi-official state- 
ment from Paris on May 19 announces that the French 
torpedoboat destroyer Boutefeu was sunk by striking a 
mine in the naval engagement between Entente and Aus- 
trian vessels in the Adriatic on May 15. 

The loss of the British transport Cameronia by being 
torpedoed in the Eastern Mediterranean on April 15 is 
announced by the British Admiralty with a loss of 140 
men. A large number of casualties were due to the ex- 
plosion of the torpedo, which struck where there 
— to be many soldiers. The boats were sm 

unched, but one of them was smashed, and lives were 
lost. The Cameronia was afloat for forty minutes after 
she was torpedoed, which enabled torpedoboat destroyers 
to run alongside the vessel. Soldiers from the Cameronia 
jumped on these fs in disciplined succession. Many 
men from the Cameronia who jumped into the water were 
picked up by the boats. The British Cameronia was 
10, tons, and was one of the largest ships belonging 
to the Anchor Line, of Glasgow. She was 515 feet long, 
62 feet in width and 33.7 in depth. 

It seems very certain that the marked decrease in the 
effectiveness of German submarine warfare in British 
waters shown recently is due to the help afforded by the 
United States destroyer flotilla now helping in the patrol 
work. The addition of the United States flotilla permits 
a greater area of seas to be policed and lessens, accord- 
ingly, the opportunities of the submarines to earry on 
their destructive work. The Agsociated Press corre- 
spondent at London reports an official of the British Ad- 
miralty as saying: “The American destroyers are playing 
no small part in the anti-submarine war, and our officers 
have expressed the greatest enthusiasm at the spirit, 
enterprise, acumen and quick wittedness with which the 
American unit has taken up its work. The Americans 
are already thoroughly conversant with our methods, and 
we hope that they soon will begin teaching us some new 
angles. The Germans, who at first said they would strip 
us of our tonnage by June 1, have now advanced the date 
to October, and we are confident that when October comes 
they will be under the same necessity of advancing the 
date again.” For the third week in succession the losses 
of British shipping from the submarine war have been 
held substantially below the large figures which caused 
so much alarm last month. The losses reported last week 
were considerably less than half those of the preceding 
week, as regards the number of vessels and the re- 
port given out on May 23 shows only a small increase 
over last week. The destruction of eighteen vessels of 
more than 1,600 tons, five less than 1,600 tons and three 
fishing vessels was shown in last week’s statement. The 
heaviest losses were shown in the report of April 26 last, 
which announced the sinking of forty vessels of more 
than 1,600 tons each. 

In an engagement between French and German tor- 
pedoboat destroyers off the coast of Flanders on May 20 
beth sides claim, in the official reports, to have repeatedly 
hit the enemy’s boats, but no claims of sinking boats are 
made. The French destroyer Boutefen was sunk by a 
mine during the fight.

Headed by the Prince of Udine, who is also a captain 
in the Italian navy, the Italian War Commission reached - 
Washington on May 23. The members were met at . 
Union Station by Secretary of State Lansing, Coun- 
sellor Polk and the Italian Ambassador, Count di Cellere. 
They were escorted from the station to the home of 
Joseph Leiter in Dupont Circle, which had been placed 
at their disposal during their stay. Two troops of Cay- 
alry preceded the automobiles. Other members of the 
commission accompanying him were: Marquis Luigi 
Borsarelli di Rifreddo, Under-Secretary of State for For- 
eign Affairs; Guglielmo Marconi, inventor of the wire- 
less; Senator Augusto Ciufelli, formerly Minister of 
Public Works; Francesco Severio Nitti, formerly Min- 
ister of Agriculture; Cavalliere di Parente, Secretary 
of Legations and Missions; Naval Lieut. de Seara; 
Cavalliere Alviz Bragadin and Cavalliere Guido Pardo, 
secretaries ; the Duca di Sangro, Signor di Sousa, Caval- 
liere Angeli and Cavalliere d’Amato. Accompanied by 
members of the mission and by his American aids, Lieut. 
Col. John C. Gilmore, Jr., U.S.A., and Lieut. Comdr. 
William N. Jeffers, U.S.N., the Prince of Udine and 
other members of the mission ealled on the Seeretary 
of State on the following day and later on Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels. From the office of Secretary 
Daniels the members of the mission went to the White 
House ot pay their respects to the President. In the 
evening the commission were guests at a dinner at the 
White House.

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WILLIAM CONANT CHURCH. 

William Conant Church, Brevet Lieutenant Colonel, 
U.S. Vols., founder and editor-in-chief for fifty-four years 
ef the ARmMy AND Navy JourRNAL, died of pneumonia in 
his home, 51 Irving Place, New York city, on May 23 
after a very brief illness. The funeral services are to be 
held in Grace Church on May 26. 

Although Colonel Church took part in many and varied 
movements and activities of civic and national life, after 
he resigned from the Army in 1863, he was best known 
as the editor of the ARMY-AND Navy JOURNAL and as a 
writer on military topics. It was only natural that he 
should have gone into war service as a young man, for he 
came of a long line of American soldiers. Born a son 
of the Empire State, Colonel Church was by inheritance 
a New Englander. His paternal grandfather was a na- 
tive of Mansfield, Conn., his great-grandfather on his 
mother’s side was Ebenezer Conant, captain in the 
Massachusetts line during the Revolution and adjutant 
of Colonel Stearns’s regiment at Saratoga. On this side 
of his house Colonel Church was eighth in descent from 
that Roger Conant who was the first de facto governor 
of Massachusetts. oa, 

Colonel Church was born in Rochester, N.Y., Aug. 11, 
1836. His father was the Rey. Pharcellus Church and 
his mother Chara E. Conant. In 1848 the family moved 
to Boston and there Colonel Church attended the Boston 
Latin School, where he was one of those to win the 
Franklin medal. 2 ; 

In 1854 the Church family came to New York city, 
where, in the following year, Colonel Church’s father 
began the publication of the New York Chronicle, a Bap- 
tist newspaper. Colonel Church continued in this work 
until 1860 when, at the age of twenty-four, he became the 

ublisher of the New York Sun, which then had a circu- 
ation of 60,000 copies. In 1861 he severe? this connec- 
tion and went to Eurepe, where he was traveling when 
the Civil War broke out. Coming back to the United 
States in July of that year, he joined the joint military 
and naval expedition under Gen. W. T. Sherman and 
Admiral S. F. Dupont and was present at the capture of 
Port Royal. Returning north in the dispatch-steamer 
Bienville, Colonel Church brought the first news to New 
York of the victory and wrote a-page description of the 
taking of Port Royal for the New York Evening Post. 

He wax offered an appointment in the Army. and was 
made captain of U.S. Volunteers on Oct. 4, 1862, acting 
as aid on the staff of Gen. Silas Casey. He was with 
General Casey during the siege of Yorktown and during 
the operation in the Peninsula, taking part in the 
battles of Williamsburg and Fair Oaks, where he was 
slightly wounded. General Casey appointed Captain 
Church to the position of acting inspecting and muster- 
ing officer of provisional. brigades and he subsequently 
received the brevets of major and lieutenant colonel of 
Volunteers for faithful and meritorious services during 
the war. 

In 1863 a movement was started by a group of .patri- 
otic publication societies in New York, New. England 
and Philadelphia to distribute ‘journals and documents 
of unquestionable-loyalty throughout the United States 
and particularly in the armies now engaged in the sup- 
pression of the rebellion.” The idea of a Service publi- 
“eation was proposed and with the endorsement of the 
societies Colonél Church, with his brother, the late Fran- 
eis P. Church, established the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, 
the first issue of which appeared on Aug. 29, 1863. In 
spite of the labors attendant on bringing out a new 
publication Colonel Church found time enough to take 
an active part as one of the members of a citizens’_com- 
mittee that aided the Metropolitan Police in suppressing 
the Draft Riots of that time in New York city. It was 
in 1863 that Colonel Church married Mary Elizabeth 
Metcalf, who died Aug. 6, 1913. 

A literary man by instinct, Colonel Church, with his 
brother, founded in 1866 the Galaxy Magazine, which in 
the ten years of its existence made a distinct place for 
itself in the literary history of America. The work of 
Henry James first appeared in its pages. Mark Twain 
was among its contributors, as were Justin McCarthy, 
Edmund Clarence Stedman, John Bigelow, Edward 
Everett Hale, (en. Horace Porter, James Grant Wilson, 
Olarence Cook, W. C. Brownell and William Dean 
Howells. One of the then very popular. novels of Charles 
Reade was published as a serial in the Galaxy and 
Henry James’s novel ““‘The American” had been destined 
for its pages when it was decided to sell the magazine 
and it was transferred to the publishers of the Atlantic 
Morthly. On Dec. 10, 1907, Colonel Church gave a 
dinner to “the surviving contributors to the Galaxy 
Magazine” at the Union League Club at which there 
were thirty-four guests, all but one of whom had the 
distinction of being Galaxy contributors. 

Among the most signal aids given the Services in the 
early history of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL under 
Colonel Church's initiative was the securing the aid of 
the late J. Pierpont Morgan to organize a syndicate of 
bankers who loaned money to the officers of the 
Army when the Congress of 1876-77 refused to vote 
the usual annual appropriation for the support of the 
Military Establishment. Later in his career Colonel 
Church in 1906-7, through this journal, aided in raising 
what was known as the “Grafton Fund” which was used 
to employ able counsel to obtain a decision in the Su- 
preme Court which forever secures to the Services the 
immunity they did not have before against trial by both 
a military and a civil court in violation, as was shown 
to the satisfaction of the Supreme Court, of the prohibi- 
tion of the Constitution against double jeopardy. These 
were two among many very practical evidences of Colo- 
nel Church’s interest in the Services that were never for- 
gotten by those in whose interests he worked. 

Side by side with his editorial duties Colonel Church 
found time to take part in civic affairs and in literary 
work through all these years. In 1882 he was one of 
the Government Commissioners who inspected the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad. He was a member of the Republi- 
can County Committee and was active in the political 
counsels of-the Union League Club, of New York. He 
was literary executor of John Ericsson, designer of the 
Monitor, and wrote the “Life of John Ericsson,” pub- 
lished in 1891; and the “Life of Ulysses S. Grant” which 
appeared in 1899. Colonel Church was chairman of the 
commission to erect a statue to John Ericsson in New 
York city and delivered the oration at its dedication. In 
1899 he was chairman of the Citizens’ Committee for 
Perpetuating the Dewey Arch, under whose auspices a 
fund of nearly $200,000 was raised when the project had 
to be abandoned. 

With the unremitting aid of Gen. George W. Wingate 
and a few other earnest men Colonel Church took a 
prominent part in the organization of the National Rifle 
Association of America. It was organized in the ARMY 
AND Navy JOURNAL office then in the old Times Build- 
ing at 39 Park Row, New York city, Nov. 24, 1871. The 
range at Creedmoor was finally established early in 1873, 
and the first military matches were shot on June 21 of 


that year. The first officers of the N.R.A. were Col. 
William C. Church, president; Gen. Alexander Shaler, 
vice president; Capt. George W. Wingate, secretary ; 
Fred M. Peck, corresponding secretary, and Major John 
N. Partridge. treasurer. The board’ of directors were 
Gens. Samuel W. Johnson, John B. Woodward, John 
Ward, Franz Sigel, Cols. Watson S. Squire, Henry J. 
Cullen, Major John Powell, jr.. Hon. D. W. Judd, Alfred 
W. Craven and Gen. John F. Rathbone. All the above, 
it is believed, are dead with the exception of General 
Wingate. 

Our War Department before the establishment of the 
National Rifle Association of America and the securing 
of Creedmoor rifle range had no systematic rifle practice 
for the Army. Although a system prepared by Major 
Willard, U.S.A., was adopted in 1862, the War Depart- 
ment did not enforce any practice, and raw recruits who 
had never fired a rifle were sent out on the plains to 
fight Indians. In the National Guard a similar state 


. of affairs existed, and it was not uncommon for a man to 


serve his entire enlistment without firing a shot. It was 
the establishment of the splendid rifle range at Creed- 
moor, and the adoption of “Wingate’s Manual of Rifle 
Practice” that spread a rifle practice system throughout 
our country and developed the most skilled riflemen in 
the world. 

One of the most signal honors ever paid to Colonel 
Church was a dinner given at Delmonico’s in New “York 
city on Jan. 19, 1903, on the occasion of the fortieth year 
of the ARMy AND Navy JourNnaLt. The committees that 
organized the testimonial included Whitelaw Reid, B. F. 
Tracy, Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, Rear Admirals A. S. 
Barker and Henry Erben, Thomas H. Hubbard, Gen. 


.Francis V. Greene, Col. Daniel Appleton, Charles R. 


Miller, Charles Henry Phelps, Richard Watson Gilder, 
Samuel P. Avery, James W. Pinchot, Edmund Clarence 
Stedman and John Bigelow. General Greene presided 
and speeches were made by General Chaffee, Admiral 
Barker, Mayor Low, Charles R. Miller, Mr. Stedman 
and Col. Richard Henry Savage. 

Colonel Church was one of the twelve charter mem- 
bers of the New York Commandery of the Military. Order 
of the Loyal Legion of the United States, the number of 
his badge of the order being 130. He was junior and 
senior vice Commander of the New York Commandery, 
serving as the presiding officer during two years in the 


absence of -Major General -Schofield,; U.S.A:, commander. 


He was a member of George Washington: Post, G.A-R.; 
and of the Army. and ‘Navy. Clubs, of. New York and 
Washington. He was a Fellow. in Perpetuity of the 
Metropolitan Museum of ‘Art, a trustee of the New York 
Zoological Society, and a member of the executive com- 
mittee of the National Security League. He had been 
for fifty-two years a member of the Century Association 
of.New York and one of its board of managers, and he 
was also a member of the Society of the Genessee, and 
the Society of Colonial Wars; also of The Players and 
of the Union League Club of New York. 
Colonel.Church is survived by one son, Mr. Willard 
Church, the editor of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. 





, By nature a man of philosophical. and literary inclina- 
tions, Colonel Church: trained himself to a rigorous devo- 
tion to-facts in his lifework of editing the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL.:~ He had a.passion for exact statement 


.that was second only to his.love for’ the Army and 


Navy. His mental rectitude never dulled the sparks of 
his humor, which played through his talk and out of his 
eyes to the end of his life. He had a wide acquaintance 
of men in the Services, in public and in literary life, and 
an inexhaustable fund of anecdotes that were always 
interesting and amusing and invariably kindly in tone. 
He had the innate military habit of quick thought and 
action which continued with him to the last day he was 
in his office, May 21. Nothing better could summarize 


his attitude toward the men of the Army and Navy and * 


illustrate-the affection he held them in than the advice 
he was wont to give to new members of his staff. It 
was: ‘Whenever you have to judge anything concerning 
an officer of the Army and Navy regard him as your 
brother.” It was so he held them from the beginning to 
the end of his career.

Col. Joseph F. Huston, U.S.A., retired, died on May 14, 
1917, at the Letterman General Hospital,- San Fran- 
cisco, Cal. He is survived by a widow and two sons, 
Major James Huston, Cav., U.S.A., and Lieut. Hamner 
Huston, Inf., U.S.A., also two daughters, Mrs. G. McD. 
Weeks, wife of Major Weeks, 8th U.S. Inf., and Mrs. A. 
S. Cowan, wife of Captain Cowan,. Signal Corps, U.S.A. 








Colonel Huston was a veteran of the Spanish and Phil- 


ippine Wars, and also as a young officer served on the 
frontier and was known as an efficient and popular officer. 
He was born in New York Aug. 11, 1852, and was gradu- 


ated from the U.S.M.A., in the class of 1873, and was 
assigned as a second lieutenant to the 20th Infantry. He 
served on frontier duty at Fort Riley, Minn., until July, 
1874, and subsequently served at posts in Dakota, Minne- 
sota, Texas, Kansas and Montana, to 1891. Other duties 
included service with the National Guard of Minne- 
sota, and as a captain in the 20th Infantry served in the 
Cuban campaign of 1898, being engaged in the battles 
of El Caney and San Juan, and the operations against 
and the siege of Santiago. He also served in the Philip- 
pines, and was in command of Fort Bliss, Texas. Colo- 
nel Huston was promoted major, 19th Infantry, in 1899; 
lieutenant colonel, 1st Infantry, in April, 1902; was 
transferred to the 19th Infantry in June of that year, 
and was promoted colonel of the regiment in 1903. Colo- 
nel Huston, before the departure of the 19th Infantry 
from Fort Bliss for the Philippines, was presented by the 
officers of the regiment with a silver set. He was retired 
for disability incident to the service Feb. 23, 1910. 

Col. J. Cooper Nisbet, a veteran of the Civil War and 
father of Mrs. W. Robert Davis, wife of Major Davis, 
Med. Corps, U.S.A., died on May 10, 1917, at Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., after a long illness. He was born in 
Macon, Ga., Sept. 26, 1839. He was the author of “Four 
Years on the Firing Line,” a book of his experiences 
gained during the Civil War, in which he fought on the 
Confederate side.

J. Cooper Nisbet, jr., and Mrs. Lloyd Nisbet Bailey.

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FIELD FIRING FOR NATIONAL GUARD. 


Plans are under way for the establishment of two 
ranges for field artillery and machine guns for the 
National Guard, one to be at Tobyhanna, Pa., and the 
other at Anniston, Ala. Capt. H. L. Waggoner, Q.M. 
O.R.C., has been ordered to Tobyhanna to oversee the 
construction activities. Each range will have facilities 
for firing 100 field pieces at~once, it is said, there being 
more than 18,000 acres in each tract to be developed. 
Col. Charles P. Swmmerall and Capt. Dana T. Merrill, 
U.S.A., of the Militia Bureau, are in charge of the

. The selection of the Anniston site was made after an 
extensive tour of the Southern States by inspectors and 
then only after the suitability of the terrain had been de- 
termined by holding an encampment for field artillery 
practice there in 1915. In 1898 an extensive encampment 
of volunteers was concentrated at Anniston and, four- 
teen years later, the joint maneuvers of the Regular 
Army and National Guard were based there. The late 
Col. 8. C. Mills, U.S.A., inspected and reported favor- 
ably on the Anniston site in 1912. It is said to pos- 
sess to a remarkable degree the elements required for a 
healthy encampment and for firing practice of all arms of 
the Service, but the present plans are to establish first 
facilities for machine gun practice. However, the range 
will also be used as a permanent training camp for the 
National Guard Field Artillery of the Southern States 
and for such Regular Field Artillery organizations as 
maybe stationed in that section. 

Another purchase recently completed by the War De- 
partment concerns a tract of 16,000 acres at Monterey, 
Cal., also intended for a field artillery camp and target 
range for the National Guard of the Western States. 
This site has been frequently used by state and Regular 
troops and its suitability has been amply demonstrated. 
The above purchases, it is officially stated, “complete the 


ject of the War Department for the establishment of 
Fela artillery ranges in different sections of the country.” 
These camps now include: Hastern section, Tobyhanna, 
Pa.; Senthern section, Anniston, Ala.; North Central 
section, Sparta,, Wis. ; th Central section, Fort Riley, 
Kas.; Southwestern section, Fort Sill, Okla.; Western 
section, Monterey, Cal. It is expected that the entire 
Field Artillery arm of the country’s forces will be as- 
sembled at these places each year for a thorough course 
in target practice and field exercises.

1123, Army Regulations, will be amended to read as fol- 
lows: ‘“‘When an officer under orders for temporary duty or 
permanent change of station certifies that it is necessary for 
his field allowance of baggage to be transported to his tempo- 
rary or permanent station, the Quartermaster Corps will fur- 
nish transportation for the same by freight, unless in cases of 
emergency transportation by express is authorized by the de- 
partment commander or by the commanding officer of a post 
or station excepted by regulations from the control of a de- 
partment commander. The total amount of baggage trans- 
ported at public expense will in no instance exceed the allow- 
ance provided by Par. 1136. Transportation for 250 pounds 
of baggage, includ-ng 150 pounds usually carried free by rail- 
roads, is authorized for Army nsrses when they join for duty 
under the first order, upon permanent change of station, and 
on return to their homes upon annulment of contract. Re- 
ceipts covering an excess of baggage will contain certificates 
as to whether transportation for such excess has been fur- 
nished.”’

TRAINING IN FIELD FIRING. 


G.O. 22, MAY 9, 1917, SOUTHERN DEPT.

THE PROSECUTION OF THE WAR. 


The statement made by President Wilson that in send- 
ing an Army of the United States to wage war on the 
side of the Allies he would be guided at every step and 
in every particular by professional advice from both 
sides of the water, should be reassuring to the Army as 
well as to the country at large. It means that organ- 
ization of the great Army to be formed, its movement 
to the front and the entire. prosecution of the war, will 
be directed by military experts, and will thus be able to 
meet the severe demands of war without the hopeless 
confusion and possible breakdowm which civilian domina- 
tion of direction at Washington would surely result in. 
The mobilization of the vast forces ordered to arms en- 
tails an immense amount of work on the General Staff of 
the Army and the supply and other staff departments, 
but they can be depended upon to handle successfully 
the great problems they have to deal with. Our Gen- 
eral Staff, aided by advice of experts from abroad, ac- 
cording to President Wilson’s statement, is to act as 
the one controlling mind to prosecute the wer, and it is 
only under such control that the war can be conducted 
successfully. 

The General Staff is composed of highly trained ex- 
perts, and to exercise their best abilities these experts 
must be given full control. It represents the heart of 
the whole military establishment. In the present war 
the General Staff long ago planned for every contingency, 
and only waited for the authority and the money to set 
its machinery in motion. It was powerless to do so 
before this. It had complete arrangements for organ- 
ization, instruction, mobilization and equipment of the 
great army now in process of formation, as well as ar- 
rangements for embarking troops for service abroad. 

No matter how efficient the General Staff is, however, 
it cannot perform miracles, and many months must 
elapse before the entire Army to be used overseas can 
be made ready for the firing line. Men without field 
equipment are useless, and we have yet to secure both 
the men and the equipment. This will consume a long 
period of time, irrespective of training. The General 
Staff, despite the great handicaps it has been laboring 
under, has already secured the necessary steamers for 
transports for the first expeditionary force of Regulars, 
which-will probably aggregate with the Marines to be 
sent, close on 40,000 officers and men. This force can be 
organized and sent away more quickly than any other, 
as it can be made up of units that have not been broken 
up for the formation of new regiments. A number of 
fine steamers are ready now, and so thoroughly have the 
details been worked out, that it can be said there will 
be no delay for transports when needed. All the Staff 
Departments have been working overtime and in conjunc- 
tion with the General Staff have planned to meet every 
contingency. 

The first expeditionary force will be followed by other 
divisions, which will be organized into field armies, and 
these should properly be in command of an officer with 
the rank at least of lieutenant general. These field 
armies, which will probably be grouped in one field of 
action, would constitute an “Army” which should prop- 
erly be in command of a “General.” It. is hoped that 
Congress before it adjourns will make provision for not 
only the ranks of general and. lieutenant general, but 
even for the higher rank.of field marshal, or some such 
assimilated rank. An Infantry division ordinarily con- 
sists of a major general and staff; four brigadier gen- 
erals and staffs; three brigades of infantry; one regi- 
ment. of cavalry; one brigade of field artillery; one regi- 
ment of engineers; one field battalion of signal troops; 
one ammunition train; one supply train; one. sanitary 
The first expeditionary 


force it is expected will be made up of these forces, less 
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the Cavalry, however, and with the addition of the Ma-

PROMOTIONS IN QUARTERMASTER CORPS. 


Two incidents during the past ten days will combine 
to accelerate promotions in the Quartermaster Corps. 
These are-the addition of the remaining four increments 
to the Regular Army, and the retirement of Major B. B. 
Ray, Q.M.C., U.S.A., for physical disability, with rank 
of lieutenant colonel. The former will necessitate the 
promotion of six lieutenant colonels’ to be colonels, three 
majors to be lieutenant colonels and sixteen captains to be 
majors; the retirement of Major Ray will permit the 
promotions of Majors H. M. Lord, R. 8. Smith and W. G, 
Gambrill, which have ‘been held up by the failure of the 
Senate to confirm the nomination of Major Ray when 
presented in regular order as far back as Feb. 16, 1912. 
On that date Major Ray became eligible through the re- 
tirement of Brig. Gen. Charles H. Whipple. He was 
given a recess appointment in the higher grade until 
March 4, 1918, when it. expired on failure of Senatorial 
action. In the meantime vacancies have occurred for 
Major Smith, through the promotion of Col. George F. 
Downey from lieutenant colonel (March 27, 1914), and 
for Major Gambrill to fill an original vacancy, their pro- 
motions, however, being held up by the failure in the 
confirmation of Major Ray. 

Promotions to be colonels will include Lieut. Cols. 
Chauncey B. Baker, George McK. Williamson, Thomas 
H. Slavens, David S. Stanley, Thomas C. Goodman and 
James B. Houston. It is regarded as likely that failure 
to pass the physical examination may cause one additional 
promotion. From the present majors, in addition to 
those named above, Majors James Canby, Charles E. 
Stanton, William S. Scott and Robert H. Rolfe will be 
promoted as a result of the increase, and Majors Louis F. 
Garrard, jr., and B. T. Clayton will be raised as a result 
of the promotions of Lieutenant Colonels Baker and Wil- 
liamson, respectively (because of vacancies according to 
corps), Lieutenant Colonel Stanley “takes up” Major 
K. J. Hampton. 

There remain two other vacancies for “paymaster 
majors” without officers of that grade to fill them. It. is 
probable that Majors Frank H. Lawton and William R. 
Grove will be selected, carrying the promotions in the 
grade of major down to Theodore B. Hacker. 








CIVILIANS TO AID CANTONMENT BUILDING. 

Preliminary work towards the construction of the can- 
tonments for the National Army and National Guard 
is proceeding rapidly under the supervision of Col. Isaac 


. .W. Littell, Q.M.C., U.S.A. As has been stated, the 


plans involve the erection of veritable cities, thirty-two 
in all, capable of accommodating 20,000 to 32,000 per- 
sons each, with well-constructed roads, sanitation, heat- 
ing and lighting systems, to say nothing of the adequate 
railroad connections. A number of civilian experts have 
volunteered to assist the comparatively small force from 
the War Department, among them being such prominent 
engineers and contractors as Frederick L. Olmstead, of 
New York; Frank M. Gunby, Leonard Metcalf and M. C. 
Tuttle, of Boston, and every member of the Cleveland 
firm of Crowell, Lundoff and Little. W. A. Sterrett, 
of New York, is assisting in an advisory capacity as 
representative of the General Munitions Board. All 
of these and many others are Serving without remunera- 
tion. The present plans contemplate two-story dor- 
mitories to house a full company each, the buildings 
measuring 109 by 43 feet. 

Agreements have been reached between a group of 
the leading lumber dealers and the committee on lum- 
ber of the Advisory Commission of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense whereby the Government will receive 
the lumber for the cantonthent buildings at a price aver- 
aging from $3 to $5 a thousand feet below the market 
price. As the contracts for construction all will be on 
a cost-plus-profit basis that will result in a substantial 
saving to the Government. Twelve million board feet 
of lumber is estimated for each unit of 25,000 men, but 
with the addition of the requirements for aviation schools 
and Navy construction, the grand total to be used will 
be not far from 1,500,000,000 feet. At $4 per thousand 
this would mean a saving of $6,000,000. Negotiations 


are under way looking to similar agreements with deal- 


ers in other supplies, such as blankets, furniture and 


ether forms of camp equipment. 


In announcing on May 19 that Mr. Herbert C. Hoover, 
formerly the director of the Belgian Relief Commission 
fm London, had accepted the position of “food adminis- 
trator” for the United Siates, without pay, President 
Wilson issued a statement to the people explaining why 
he had asked Congress to put the power into his hands 
to control the food supplies. “These powers are very 
great, indeed,” the President stated, “but they are no 
greater than it has proved necessary to lodge in the 
other governments which are conducting this momentous 
war, and their object is stimulation and conservation, 





-not arbitrary restraint or injurious interference with the 


normal’ processes of production. They are intended to 
benefit and assist the farmer and all those who play a 


legitimate part in the preparation, distribution and mar- | 


keting of foodstuffs.” A statement given out by Mr. 


Hoover after the White House announcement was made . 


gave his plans for food administration and called on 


-the country to render. voluntary assistance in carrying 
‘ft out. Mr. Hoover proposed: that the food administration 
‘be divided inte several great branches, whose duties 
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he défined in detail. Most-of the work would ‘be car- 
ried out by men and women of the country on a vol- 
unteer basis. “If this cannot be done,” the statement 
reads, “I shall certainly and willingly surrender the 
task to some other method of emergency. I hold that 
democracy can yield to discipline, and that we can solve 
this food problem for otr own people and our allies in 


_this way; and that to have done so will have been a 


greater service than our immediate objective, for we will 


-have demonstrated the rightness of our faith and our 
abBity to defend ourselves without being Prussianized.”

, , SELECTIVE DRAFT REGISTRATION. 

We ‘trust that all our. civilian readers. who are “male 
‘persons between the ages of twenty-one and thirty, both 
inclusive,’ are aware of the legal responsibility placed 
upon them by the. Sele¢tive Draft Act. and the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation of May 18 to register themselves on 
those “lists of honor’. which are to be written on June 5 
all ‘over the continental United States. This duty is 
absolute. Any attempt to evade it will be paid for, on 
conviction, by a jail sentence of net more than one year. 
There is no alternative provided in the law. The duty 
is a simple one and an act that will require no more of 
the citizen’s time than would his registration for voting, 
owing to the elaborate machinery provided by the states 
under the direction of the War Department. Only two 
classes of male persons are excused from registering in 
their home districts, and they must make provision be- 
forehand for performing -this..act. These are invalids 
and those who. are temporarily away from their place of 
legal residence. ‘ y : 

It is for this last named class that we wish to point out 
to our civilian readers here just what provision has been 
made.for them under the law by the ‘Provost Marshal 
General, Brig. Gen. E. H. Crowder, Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral, U.S.A. For it is apparent that many of the eligible 
class under the Selective Draft Act will be in attendance 
at the citizens’ training camps in the period before the 
day of registration. And unless they have commissions 
in the Officers’ Reserve Corps they must register. The 
law exempts all officers and enlisted men in the 8. 
Army, Navy, National.Guard.and Naval Militie, while 
in the service of the United States, and officers in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps and enlisted men in the Enlisted 
Reserve Corps while in active service. Thus the great 
majority of the students at the citizens’ training camps 
will have to register. ‘ 

As practically all of them will be away from their 
legai place of residence they must take steps at once to 
make the necessary arrangements to see that they are 
properly enrolled. For: these students special arrange- 
ments have been made which are set forth in Section 
of the Registration Regulations issued by the War De- 
partment. This section reads: “Persons absent from 
their homes at training camps * * * will be treated 
as absentees and should: register as prescribed for ab- 
sentees. For their convenience the county clerk or clerks 

‘ of cities of 30;000 or over are authorized to deputize a 
competent person to certify to the registration cards of 
non-residents in such institutions (but not to furnish 
registration certificates or to register such persons). It 
must be borne in mind that such registration must be 
made a sufficient length of time before the date set by the 
President for registration to enable such student to mail 

- the card as ‘stated in Section 64; that the burden of 
registration in his own domiciliary precinct is on every 
man; and that persons in this class must see to it at 
their peril that their registration cards are in the hands 
of the registrar of their domiciliary precinct at the time 
prescribed in the President’s proclamation.” 

Section 64 describes how absentees must register, if 
they are not in a training camp or other institution and 
is precisely the same as the above conditions except that 
the absentee must go to the county or city clerk in per- 
son and not have a deputy come to the camp. After the 
deputy has filled out the registration card and certified 
it the student must mail it addressed to: “The Registrar” 
of his home Precinct, “Care of Mayor, (name of city) ; 
and the State. 

If the student’s home is in a place of less than 30,000 
population then he must address it to the sheriff of his 

If- the student does not know the number or 
name of his home precinct, address the card as above and 
write also on the envelope he has addressed : 
“Registration card of”; Street and number; Post office 
or R.F.D. Inclose a self-addressed stamped envelope 
with your registration: eard for your registration certifi- 


‘ eate. ‘Failure to get this certificate may cause you seri- 


ous inconvenience. 

The Provost Marshal General’s office issued a notice 
on May 23 calling especial attention to the fact that there 
is a great deal of misunderstanding abeut the -method of 

‘\registering by absentees.. The statement continues: “It 
is not sufficient for the absentee to obtain a registration 
eard and fill in the answer, for he must file his ecard with 
the county clerk where he happens to be; or, if the is in 
a city of more than 30,000 inhabitants, with the city 
clerk. The clerk is required to fill in certain information 
on the back of the card regarding the height, build, color 
of eyes and hair, whether or not the person registering is 
bald and whether he has lost an arm, leg, hand, foot or 
both eyes or is otherwise disabled. After this informa- 
tion has been supplied and the clerk has certified the card 
it will be returned to the absentee, who must mail it to 
the registrar of his home voting precinct so that it will 


. reach that official. not later than Registration Day. A 


self-addressed stamped envelope should be enclosed with 
the card so that a registration certificate may be returned 
to the absentee. 

“The officials in charge of the registration also desire to 
point out that question nine, which asks whether the 
applicant has a dependent child, brother or sister under 
twelve, does not intend to fix that age as the maximum for 
which exemption may be claimed on account of dependent 
minor relatives. The question is intended only for pur- 
poses of census. Twelve was the figure fixed in the Civil 
War draft. Question 10, in which the person register- 
ing is asked whether he is married or single, requires an 
answer as to the present status of the applicant. If his 
wife is dead or he is divorced he should register as single. 
A divorced wife even though drawing alimony will not 
be considered as a dependent relative.”

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Any “slackers” from either the United States or 
Canada, who seek to evade military service by attempts 
to cross the line from their respective countries, will be 
blocked. The Canadian-American border has been closed 
by”an order in council of the Canadian government to all 
men of military age unless they have special permission 
of the Government to enter into the United States or 
leave Canada by either Atlantic or Pacific ports. Since 
conscription has been announced as probable, hundreds of 
eligible young men in Canada have crossed the border 
into the United. States, and some Americans have been 
crossing into Canada to remain until after the war, get- 
ting work whenever possible. Orders. were issued in 
Canada May 23 to the military authorities that trains 
were-to be watched-and all men of military age and with- 
out. Government permission should in future be turned 
back. Many of those who have already crossed have been- 
located and returned to Canada. The same orders apply

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THE SIXTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
FIRST SESSION. 


The President on May 18 signed the Selective Draft 
Act (Army Emergency bill), full text of which was pub- 
lished on page 1234, our issue of May 19. The legisla- 
tion carried by the Army Appropriation Act of May 12 
was published in the issue of May 12. These two meas- 
ures carry about all the new Army legislation so far 
enacted by this session of Congress. We give in another 
column the Navy Increase bill signed this week by the 
President. és. 

The War Deficiency bill was passed by the Senate on 
May 19 carrying all the committee amendments published 
in our issue of May 19. This measure is in conference 
at this writing. 

Thorough investigation of aviation sites on the At- 
lantic coast, Pacific coast, and at Pearl Harbor have 
been made by boards appointed for this purpose, and re- 
ports submitted. Every effort has been made to locate 
these stations on governmental land, wherever possible, 
but there remain certain sites which can only be leased 
or purchased. In view of the fact that some of these 
stations should be permanently occupied by the Navy, the 
Secretary of the Navy recommends that sucli sites be pur- 
chased. The Cape May site will cost approximately 
$175,000. As the exact locations of some of the coastal 
stations to be leased have not yet been determined, it is 
not possible to give an exact estimate of appropriation 
required to cover prices for these stations, and it is 
recommended that $150,000 be included for that purpose, 
making a total required for the purchase or lease of Jand 

000. The immediate establishment of these stations 
is considered of vital importance. It has been definitely 
recommended by a special board of Army and Navy offi- 
cers appointed to study the subject.

TEMPORARY INCREASE OF NAVY. 


The President on May 22 signed the bill, H.R. 3330, to 
temporarily increase the enlisted personnel of the Navy 
and Marine Corps, to 150,000 and 30,000, respectively, 
and to provide temporary appointments of officers, in 
grades not above lieutenant, for the same. We give below 
the text of the measure as amended in conference and 
finally adopted: 

H.R, 3330.—To temporarily increase commissioned and war- 
rant and enlisted strength of Navy and Marine Corps. 

Be it enacted, etc., That authorized enlisted strength of ac- 
tive list of Navy is hereby temporarily increased from 87,000 
to 150,000, including 4,000 additional apprentice seamen. 

Sec. 2. That authorized enlisted strength of active list of 
Marine Corps is hereby temporarily increased from 17,400 to 
30,000, this authorized strength being distributed in the vari- 
ous grades of enlisted force in same proportion as those author- 
ized at date of approval of this act. 

_ Sec. 3. That enlistments in the Navy and Marine Corps, dur- 
ing such time as the United States may be at war, shall be for 
four years, or for such shorter period or periods as the Presi- 
dent may prescribe, or for the period of the present war. 

THE ADDITIONAL OFFICERS. 


Sec. 4. Additional commissioned officers in Navy and Marine 
Corps, based upon temporary increases herein authorized in 


“number of enlisted men, shall -be temporarily appointed ‘by 


President, in his discretion, with the advice and consent ‘of 
Senate, not above grades and ranks of lieutenant in line and 
staff of Navy and major.in Marine Corps, distribution in said 
grades and ranks to be made in accordance with provisions’ of 
Act of Aug. 29, 1916: Provided, That all temporary original 
appointments shall be made in lowest commissioned grades‘ of 
line and staff of Navy and Marine Corps, exclusive of com- 
missioned warrant officers,.and that there shall be no perma- 
nent or temporary appointments in or permanent or temporary 
promotions to any grade or rank above that of lieutenant in

until sufficient number of officers shall be available for regu- 
lar appointment or promotion in accordance with existing. law; 
Provided further, That nothing herein shall be held or cen- 
strued to limit or abridge use or service of officers of Navy and 
Marine Corps on retired list or of officers of Naval Militia 
and National Naval Volunteers, Naval Reserve Force and Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve, as provided and authorized under existing 
law: Provided further, That temporary chaplains and tempo- 
rary acting chaplains in Navy may be appointed for service

PROMOTION BOARD. 


Sec. 6. Phat during period of present war computations to 
be made by Secretary of Navy as prescribed by Act of*Aug. 
29, 1916, shall be made semi-annually as of July 1 and Jan. 1 
of each year and at such other times as he may deem neces- 
sary; and the Board of Rear Admirals for selection for promo- 
tion prescribed in said act may be convened at such times 
as exigencies of service may require and shall recommend for 
promotion such number of officers as Secretary of Navy may 
prescribe to fill vacancies in the several grades as provided by 
existing law; and if nine rear admirals cannot be convened 
without injury to service six rear admirals may constitute 
board, and four of members must concur in recommendations 
instead of six as prescribed in said act. 

Sec. 7. That permanent and probationary commissions, ap- 
pointments and warrants of officers shall not be vacated by 
reason of their temporary advancement or appointment, nor 
shall said officers be prejudiced in relative lineal rank in re- 
gard to promotion in accordance with Act of Aug. 29, 1916: 
Provided, That rights, benefits, privileges and gratuities of 
all enlisted men of Navy and Marine Corps now authorized by 
law shall not be lost or abridged in any respect whatever by 
their acceptance of temporary commissions or warrants here- 
under: Provided further, That no person who shall receive 
temporary appointment shall be entitled to pay or allowances 
except under such. temporary appointment: And provided 
further, That. upon termination of temporary appointments in 
higher grade or rank as authorized by this act officers so 
advanced, including probationary second lieutenants, warrant 
officers, clerks to assistant paymasters, and enlisted men of 
Navy and Marine Corps, commissioned and warrant officers of 
U.S. Coast Guard, shall revert to grade, rank or rating from 
which- temporarily advanced, unless such officers or enlisted 
men in meantime, in accordance with law, become entitled to 
promoticn to higher grade or rank in permanent Navy or Ma- 
rine Corps, in which case they shall revert to said higher grade 
or rank and shall, after passing prescribed examinations, be 
commissioned accordingly. 


THE TEMPORARY PROMOTIONS, 

Sec. 8. That all temporary appointments or advancements au- 
thorized by this act shall continue in force only until other- 
wise directed by President or until Congress shall amend or 
repeal authorization for increases herein provided and not 
later than six months after termination of present war.

Sec. 10. That, during continuance of present war, should 
any second lieutenant of Marine Corps holding a probationary 
appointment for period of two years become eligible for pro- 
motion to higher grade and qualify therefor before expiration 
of two years from date of original appointment, he shall re- 
ceive probationary appointment in such higher grade, which 
appointment shall be made permanent or shall be vacated in 
manner prescribed by Act of Aug. 29, 1916. 

Sec, 11. That appointment of thirty marine gunners, thirty 
quartermaster’s clerks and nine clerks to assistant paymasters, 
additional to the number now prescribed by law, and temporary 
appointment of eight -clerks to assistant paymasters for the 
war, is hereby authorized, such appointments to be made in 
Manner now provided by law. 

Sec. 12, That temporary appointments and promotions herein 
authorized shall be made by the President, with advice and 
consent of Senate. y 





Sec. 18. Nothing contained in this act shall operate to re-. 


duce rank, pay or allowances that would have been received 
by any person in Navy, Marine Corps or Coast Guard except 
for passage of this act. 

Sec. 14. Repeals following provisions of Act of Aug. 29, 
1916: “That increase in number ofc captains herein authorized 
shall be made at rate of not more than ten captains in any 
one year,” and “That officers of Marine Corps with rank of 
éolonel who shall have served faithfully for forty-five years on 
active list shall, when retired, have rank of brigadier general; 
and such officers who shall hereafter be retired at age of 
sixty-four years before having served for forty-five years, but 
‘who shall have served faithfully on active list until retired, 
shall, on completion of forty years from entry in naval service, 
have rank of brigadier general.” 


ENLISTED PAY. 

Sec. 15. That commencing June 1, 1917, and continuing

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INSIGNIA FOR U.S. AIRCRAFT. 


The Secretary of the Navy on May 21 issued a general 
order providing for the adoption for Navy aircraft of a 
white star with a red center on a circular background of 
blue as the distinguishing insignia of the third arm. This 
insignia, which will be carried also by the Army airplanes, 
is described as follows: “A five-pointed white star in- 
side of a blue circumscribed field, with the center of the 
star red. The diameter of the circumscribed circle will 
be equal to the chord of the wing on which the insignia 
is placed. The diameter of the inner circle will not ex- 
tend to the inner points of the star by an amount equal 
to one twenty-fourth of the diameter of the circum- 
scribed circle. The inner circle will be painted red; that 
portion of the star not covered by the inner circle will 
be painted white and that portion of the circumscribed 
circle not covered by either inner circle or star will be 
painted blue. The shades of red, white and blue will be 
the same as those used in the American Flag.” 

The order in regard to naval craft continued: “One of 
each of these insignia will be placed on the upper sur- 
face of each upper wing, and one of each in a correspond- 
ing position on the lower surface of each lower wing. 
Both sides of that portion of the rudder which is in rear 
of the rudder post will be painted with three equally 
wide bands, parallel to the vertical axis of the airplane 
and colored red, white and blue of the same shades as 
mentioned hereinbefore, the blue band being nearest the 
rudder post, the white band in the center, and the red 
band at the tail of the rudder. 

“One of these insignia will be placed on top and one 
on bottom of gas bag of dirigible balloon, the center of 
each insignia “being in the vertical plane through the 
fore and aft axis of the gas bag. The center of insignia 
on top will be sixty feet from forward end and the center 
of insignia on bottom will be just forward of suspension 
band. The circumscribing circle of insignia for dirigible 
will be five feet in diameter. The rudder of ach dirigible 
will be marked in a manner similar to that applied to 
airplanes, except that stripes will not exceed five feet in 
length or eighteen inches in width. If there is more than 
one rudder only the outboard side of each outboard rud- 
der will be marked. One of these insignia will be placed 
en top and bottom of gas bag of captive ‘balloon, the 
center of each insignia being in the vertical plane through 
the fore and aft axis of the bag, and two and one-half 
feet aft of the seam joining nose to main body. The cir- 
cumscribing circle will be five feet in diameter. The 
building number of each aircraft will be placed in figures 
three inches high on each side of the rudder, at the top 
of the white band hereinbefore mentioned. No other 
markings shall be placed on any Navy aircraft, except 
such as may hereafter be peseceoed. All Navy aircraft 
will be immediately marked in accordance with this 
order, and in future, specifications for Navy aircraft will 
require that the contractors place the building number 
and distinguishing insignia on all aircraft, and on such 
spare parts as bear these marks in completed aircraft.”

U.S. MEDICAL UNITS ABROAD. 


Six hundred and fifty-eight members of three units of 
the American Red Cross left the United States a few 
days ago for England and France. There were 496 from 
St. Louis and one unit from Philadelphia. ‘Those from 
St. Louis were under the command of Major James D. 
Fife, Med. Corps, U.S.A. In this unit were twenty-eight 
doctors, sixty-five nurses and 150 enlisted men. The 
Philadelphia unit is under Major Matthew A. De Laney, 
Med. Corps, U.S.A., and has twenty-seven doctors, sixty- 
nine nurses and 157 enlisted men. They both carried 
a large quantity of serums and medical stores. An- 
other unit was from Chicago, Massachusetts Base 
Hospital Unit No. 5, Dr. Harvey Cushing’s Harvard 
University Unit, now a part of the United States Army, 
has sailed for Europe. It was outfitted at Fort Totten, 

The first of six fully organized military hospital units 
for service in France, which has reached Great Britain 
and soon will be on its way to the western battle front, 
is the Lakeside ‘unit No. 4, raised at Cleveland, Ohio, 
under the direction of Dr. George W. Crile. A eable- 

am announcing its arrival was received by Surgeon 

meral Blue, U.S.P.H.S., from Ambassador Page at 
London, May 18. The unit comprised about 300 pergons, 
including twenty Army medical officers, sixty nurses 
_and more than 200 other attachés. The Lakeside unit is 
in charge of Major Harry L. Gilchrist, Med.- Corps, 
U.S.A. It is made up of twenty-five United States medi- 
eal officers, two dental surgeons, sixty-five nurses, 156 en- 
listed men, a chaplain and five clerks. The hospital unit 
will take over an English base hospital behind the firing 
line, releasing British medical officers for other service. 
Major Gilchrist reported that the trip across was a very 
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pleasant one and that no submarines were sighted. The 
steamer, he added, was escorted into port. 


The twenty-five surgeons in command of Major Harry 
L. Gilchrist, Med. Corps, U.S.A., and sixty-five nurses, 
in charge of Miss Ellison, comprising the 4th Base 
Hospital of the United States Army, which arrived 
in London, England, recently for some preliminary 
instruction, before proceeding to France, received -un- 
usual honors on May 23, being presented to King George 
and Queen Mary, who were accompanied by the 
Prince of Wales and Princess Mary. The presentation 
took place on a terrace facing the wonderful gardens 
of the palace. The King and Queen extended a sincere 
welcome to the unit. It was a simple but impressive cere- 
mony, and was the first of its kind to take placc within 
the walls of Buckingham Palace. The presentation was 
shorn of much of its rigidness by the informal attitude 
of the royal family. The King stood before the Medical 
Corps and in a voice ringing with sincerity expressed 
the pleasure which it afforded him and the Queen to 
welcome of Americans. He voiced his deep apprecib- 
tion of America’s prompt response to the needs of the 
Allies. The King and the Queen, the Prince of Wales 
and Princess Mary, at the conclusion of the King’s re- 
marks, descended the steps and took up théir positions 
immediately in front of the hospital unit. The surgeons 
were presented first by Ambassador Page, and the pres- 
entation of the nurses followed, Miss Ellison standing 
behind the Queen and presenting her charges as they 
came up. The members of the royal family shook hands 
with those composing the detachment, and to each spoke 
a word of welcome and expressed best wishes for his or 
her future in France. 

Major Robert U. Patterson, Med. Corps, U.S.A., in 
command of a Red Cross medical“unit, 250 strong, ar- 
rived at London, May 23. He is quoted by a correspond- 
ent of the New York World, as follows: “We have a 
very fine contingent, which includes three Harvard pro- 
fessors of great distinction. We were not attacked by 
submarines. I believe the American hospitals in France 
will do magnificant work.” 

Base Hospital No. 10, from the Pennsylvania Hospital, 
Philadelphia, Pa., left for Europe May —. Two hundred 
and forty-five men and women composed the hospital 
corps, with supplies for six months. The unit is com- 
posed of Philadelphia physicians and nurses, and has an 
enlisted personnel of 150 orderlies and stretcher bearers. 
Major Matthew A. DeLaney, Med. Corps, U.S.A., is in 
command. Dr. Richard H. Harte, the chairman of the 

outheastern Pennsylvania Chapter of the Red Cross, or- 
ganized the unit and is its director, with the rank of 
major. The unit will be stationed on the outskirts of 
London for a period of about six weeks, where they will 
undergo intensive training before being sent to France.

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ARMY ITEMS. 


Brig. Gen. James Parker, U.S.A., is at present in com- 
mand of the Southern Department with headquarters at 
Fort Sam Houston, Texas, vice Major Gen. John J. 
Pershing, assigned to command the first expeditionary 
force to be sent to Europe. 


The West continued to hold the lead in recruiting for 
the Regular Army during the past week. Indiana is: the 
fourth state to reach her full quota (5,400 men), the 
others being Nevada, Oregon and Utah. Daily reports 
to the A.G.O. gave the following results for the entire 
country: April 18, 1,154; 19, 1,306; 21, 1,812; 22, 1,542; 
23, 1,517. The grand total since April 1 is $1,437. 

The 10th U.S. Infantry from the Canal Zone, whose 
units are to be used in part for the formation of the 
45th and 46th Infantry, has arrived at its new station, 
Fort Benjamin Harrison, Ind. 

The 9th U.S. Infantry left Case Wilson, San Antonio, 
Texas, May —, for Syracuse, N.Y¥., where it will be di- 
vided to form the 47th and 48th Regiments of Infantry. 
“The 9th Infantry,” says the San Antonio Express, “has 
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been stationed at Laredo, Texas, for the past three years 
and has been used during the major portion of this time 
for border guard duty. The regiment has 1,889 men on 
its roster and twenty-five officers. The officers to with 
the regiment are: Lieut. Col. Harry R. Lee, Capt. Reuben 
Smith, Capt. A. U. Loeb, Ist Lieut. F. L. Whitley, Ist 
Lieut. J. A. Strete, Capt. R. L. Meador, Capt. Howard G. 
Davids, Ist Lieut. R. G. Woodruff, Ist Lieut. A. E 
Bouton, Capt. Fred E. Smith, Capt. L. H. Hanson, Major 
Americus Mitchell, Chaplain E. W. Wood, ist Lieut. M. 
W. Gray, 2d Lieuts. C. L. Chaffee, H. G. Lewis, Adolph 
Unger, O. A. Hess, E. E. Schwien and F. C. Roley, Major 
John E. Hunt, Capt. W. A. Castle; Capt. Harry Hawley 
and ist Lieut. J. é. Williams.” 

In addition to the list of officers we gave in a recent 
issue as probable commanders of the new Engineer regi- 
ments, it can now be stated that the 6th and 7th Regi- 
ments (both new units) will be under command of Col. 
Heury Jervey, now detailed to the War College, and 
Lieut. Col. Meriwether L., Walker, who has been down 
in Texas. 

At the Reserve Engineer headquarters, No. 190 Sixth 
avenue, New York city, Capt. J. P. Hogan, U.S.A., in 
charge, reported that the New York contingent on May 
28, needed just 200 more recruits. Already there have 
been 861 enlistments. The regiment is anxious to enlist 
twelve buglers. Captain Hogan was informed by the 
War Department that an additional 200 men may be en- 
listed for the regiment to act as a depot unit and fill 
vacancies after the command reaches France. 

Col. John M. Carson, Q.M.C., U.S.A., is detailed as an 
additional member of the board of survey appointed by 
the U.S. Shipping Board for the survey of interned Ger- 
man vessels in New York harbor. 

Chaplain Milton O. Beebe, 12th Cav., received on May 
5 a telegraphic announcement that friends in Moline, Il, 
had raised the sum of $500 toward @ suitable recreation 
hall for the officers and men of Camp Fuslong. This has 
come as the result of considerable work and solicitation 
by Chaplain Beebe. When completed the hall will be 
used as a chapel and for all social purposes, as well 
as a recreation hall for the enlisted men of the camp. 
This is the crying need of Camp Furlong, and we are 
informed that money is being added to the building fund 
as well as being raised to properly furnish the-hall.

THE PERSHING EXPEDITION. 

Only two official statements have been issued regard- 
ing the expeditionary force that is to go to France under 
command of Major Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., which 
is to include a regiment of Marines under command of 
Col. Charles A. Doyen, U.S.M.C. One of these is the 
brief reference issued late on May 18 in connection with 
the issuing of the President's proclamation, noted on 
page 1257 of this issue, which came from the War De- 
partment and reads: “The President has directed an 
expeditionary force of approximately one division of 
Regular troops, under Major Gen. John J. Pershing to 
proceed to France on as early date as practicable. Gen- 
eral Pershing and his staff will precede the troops to 
the fighting area.” On the following day Secretary Dan- 
iels announced that a regiment of U.S. Marines (2,600 
men), will accompany the first expedition to France. The 
regiment to be commanded by Col. Charles A. Doyen, 
and composed principally of organizations which have 
been serving in Haiti, Santo Domingo, and Cuba. 

“In being among the first on the firing line in France, 
the Marines will be upholding their historic record,” 
said Secretary Daniels. ‘General Barnett and the other 
officers and men of the Corps are delighted that the 
‘soldiers of the sea’ are to be sent to the front. They 
recall that it was United States Marines who first hoisted 
the American flag on foreign soil when, in 1803, at 
Dorne, Tripoli, the marines, under Lieut. O'Bannon, took 
that stronghold; that marines stormed Chapultepec in 
the Mexican War, in 1847; that they were at the first 
battle of Bull Run, in the Cival War, and that a mere 
handful of them stood off 6,000 Spaniards at Guanta- 
namo, Cuba, in June, 1898, several weeks before the 
Army landed. They were the first American troops to 
enter Pekin, China, during the Boxer uprising, and were 
with the bluejackets of the Navy in the landing at era 
Cruz in April, 1914. 

“Thousands of young men have joined the Corps dur- 
ing the past six weeks, many of them in the hope that 
the marines would be among the first to get into action. 
The Marines are well equipped and are ready for duty 
in France. Their recent service in Nicaragua, Santo 
Domingo, Haiti, and Cuba has kept them in good trim, 
they are seasoned troops, and have been eager to go 
with the first force sent to Europe. The regiment which 
will accompany the expedition te France will be armed, 
organized, and equipped in the same manner as the regi- 
ments of the Army with which it will serve. The 
Marines will serve as Infantry and will become, for the 
period of this service, a part of the Army, under the 
command of General Pershing.” 

Although details are not being made public, it is 
ealculated that with the regiment of Marines the total 
American force now @esignated for land service in Eu- 
rope is close to 40,000. An Army division at war 
strength comprises about 25,000 men, and upward of 
12,000 are expected to be in the nine volunteer regiments 
of Engineers now being recruited. The forestry regiment 
will number more than 1,000. 

General Pershing was relieved of his command of the 
Southern Department on May 19 with the issuing of 
the order to his new duty. Plans are being swiftly 
made for the movement of the expeditionary force to 
the point, or the points, of embarkation, and for the 
assembling of the transports that will move the expedi- 
tion. It is reported the expeditionary force will re- 
reive its further training in the great camp at Chalons, 
France. 

President Wilson conferred with General Pershing on 
May 24. The conference was short, .and neither General 
Pershing nor Secretary Baker, who introduced him to 
the President, would discuss it. 

When General Pershing reaches France, one of the 
matters he will discuss with the French military author- 
ities is that of arriving at an understanding regard- 
ing arrangements for American correspondents to ac- 
company the expeditionary force. Secretary Baker gave 
assurances on May 23 that the American press would 
be allowed as liberal representation as practical with 
General Pershing’s command. 

The selection of Major Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., 
to command the first expeditionary force from the United 
States Army to the battle front in Europe is an excel- 
lent one. e is known as an energetic and thoroughly 
efficient officer, with a valuable Sr eertence in the field. 
He was born in Missouri Sept. 13, 1860, and will there- 
fore not reach the retiring age of sixty-four years until 
Sept. 13, 1924, over six years from hence. He is 





second youngest major general on the active list, the 
youngest being Major Gen. Leonard Wood, by less than 
a month. General Pershing is a graduate of the U.S. 
M.A., class of 1882, and had always served in the Cav- 
alry before receiving his first commission as a general 
officer in 1906. His numerous active duties include ser- 
vice in the field on the frontier and in the campaign 
against the Sioux Indians at Pine Ridge. He took part 
in the Cuban campaign in 1898. He served in campaigns 
in the Philippines in Mindanao and Jolo, and served as 
Governor of the Island of Mindanao. The War Depart- 
ment’s Bureau of Insular Affairs was organized by Gen- 
eral Pershing soon after the Spanish War, and for a time 
he was its chief. During the Russo-Japanese war he 
acted as military attaché at Tokio, and was with Kuroki’s 
army in Manchuria. He asumed command of the 8th 
Brigade on the Mexican border in 1914, and was in com- 
mand of the punitive expedition into Mexico. He has a 
record of being one of the best horsemen in the Army and 
has made some remarkable marches. 

Major Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., if present plans 
are followed, on his departure from this country to make 
preparations abroad for our first expedition in the field 
will take with him about twenty-five officers including 
his staff. Among the latter will be Col Benjamin Al- 
vord (adjutant); Col. Daniel E. McCarthy (quarter- 
master) ; Major Dennis BE. Nolan (intelligence officer). 
Col. Daniel L. Howell, of the 34th Infantry, according 
to unofficial report, will be chief of staff. The division 
which will follow General Pershing as soon as arrange- 
ments can be made will be composed entirely of veteran 
troops from the Southern Department. There will be 
at least one regiment and an additional battalion of 
Field Artillery. Three brigades of Infantry will probably 
be made up from the-units remaining in the Southern 
Department after those ordered North for the organ- 
ization of new regiments have been deducted. It is re- 
garded as probable that Major General Pershing will 
receive further promotion before he arrives in Europe, 
the advancement suggested being to the grade of Brevet 
Lieutenant General. The attention of the Secretary of 
War has been called to the fact that, in his present 
status, General Pershing would be outranked by every 
officer with whom he will have to consult, not excepting 
even the commander of Portugal’s relatively small ex- 
peditionary force A promotion to the grade which at 
least will place him on a level with his confreres is re- 
garded as absolutely essential. 

Col. Charles A. Doyen, U.S.M.C., who is to command 
“ever-ready marines” ordered to France, was born in 
New Hampshire, Sept. 3, 1859. He was graduated from 
the U.S. Naval Academy Noy. 13, in his class of ’90, 
at the conclusion of the six years course in June, 1883, 
and was ‘assigned as a second lieutenant to the Marine 
Corps. Among his classmates were Major Gen. Com- 
mandant George Barnett, U.S.M.C.; Commodore Albert 
L. Key, U.S.N.; Capts. William B. Fletcher and William 
L. Howard, U.S.N.; Commodore Robert P. Forshew, 
Constr. James H. Linnard, U.S.N., and Cols. Charles H. 
Lauchheimer, and James E. Mahoney, U.S.M.C. 

Colonel Doyen has seen service in various parts of 
the world, and is known as a most energetic officer of 
high attainments. During the war with Spain he served 
aboard the St. Paul, and his last assignment was in 
command of the Marine Barracks, Washington, D.C. 
He has had a total sea service of nine years and three 
months, and close on three years of foreign service. 
He has had over twenty years of other duty, and was 
commissioned in his present grade, Jan. 16, 1909, being 
the third ranking Colonel of Marines. Colonel Doyen 
is one of the officers who has had a prominent part in 
the organization of the machine-gun units of the Marine 
Corps, and his command will be composed of picked 
— who have been under fire at Vera Cruz, and other 
places. 
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GUN ACCIDENT ON 8.8. MONGOLIA. 

As the result of one of the most curious gun accidents 
in the history of our Navy, Mrs. Edyth Ayres and Miss 
Helen Burnett Woods, Red Cross nurses of Chicago, IIL, 
were killed -on board the American steamship Mongolia 
while eastward bound from an American port on the 
afternoon of May 20. Miss Emma Matzen, of Columbus, 
Nebr., was wounded at the same time, but is recovering. 
The victims of the accident were members of a Red 
Cross unit from Chicago, under command of Major Fred 
A. Besley, M.R.C. The unit was officially known as 
Base Hospital No. 12 and had been recruited at the 
Northwestern University, Evanston, Ill. Immediately 
after the accident the ship returned to New York harbor, 


where she was boarded by officers from the New York 
Navy Yard who made an examination and then reported 
the results of their findings to Secretary Daniels, who 
issued a statement, as coming from the ordnance officer. 
The statement, which was issued by Secretary Daniels on 
May 21, after giving the facts of the accident and ex- 
pressing the regret of the Department over it, says: 

“When about 100 miles to sea, in accordance with the 
usual procedure, guns were fired to test mounts, ammuni- 
tion and to practice the Navy crew in their use. The 
guns were of the 6-inch caliber, for which the shell and 
powder are loaded separately into the gun. The powder 
charge is contained in a brass case and there held in place 
by a pasteboard wad, distance pieces and a brass mouth 
cup which fits closely, thus making a moisture-tight joint 
in order that the powder may always give the velocity 
and pressure intended. 

“When the gun is fired this brass cup is propelled 
some distance, sometimes whole and sometimes in pieces, 
but always in front of the gun. Several nurses who were 
watching the firing were sitting on the promenade deck, 
some 175 feet abaft and ten feet above the gun. On the 
third shot the b:ass mouth cup struck the water pe- 
culiarly, boomeranged directly back to the ship, struck 
the stanchion near where the nurses were sitting and 
broke. Its pieces instantly killed Mrs. Edyth Ayres and 
Miss Helen Burnett Woods, of Chicago, III. 
was stopped at once and the vessel returned to port to 
land the bodies. This method of sealing the cartridge 
cases has been used in the Navy for many years, certainly 
for fifteen years, and that such an accident as this sad 
one could occur had not even been considered possible by 
ordnance experts. An investigation has been ordered, 
and its findings will enable the Department to ascertain 
fully the cause and provide the remedies to prevent a 
possible recurrence of the accident.” 

Subsequent to the issuing of the above statement vari- 
ous stories appeared in the daily papers that there had 
been trouble with the ammunition furnished the liners 
St. Louis and St. Paul with the result that the rifling 
of two of the guns on board the St. Louis was damaged 
so as to make them practically useless. This was borne 
out by a report of his investigation of the premature ex-

in spite of the fact that all the guns mounted on Ameri- 
can merchant ships since March last were of the best 
type known at the present time and were “nearly all 
absolutely new” and the ammunition “was assembled ac- 
cording to standard methods in December, 1916,” several 
shells burst prematurely while gun practice was going on 
aboard the St. Louis and later on the St. Paui and Mon- 
golia. The damage done to the rifling of the guns made 
it necessary for them to be relined. A test of eighty-nine 
rounds of ammunition taken from the steamers St. Louis 
and Mongolia was made at the proving grounds, im- 
mediately following the premature burst, “in an effort to 
develop a reason for such incidents.” In eighty-seven 
rounds the test was perfect, but on an investigation of 
one shell that burst it was found that it had been made 
prior to 1900, while the second one was found to have 
been a little thinner walled than the latest design in use. 
The conclusion is reached, Admiral Earle’s report states, 
“that all 6-inch shells and fuses manufactured since the 
year 1900 are satisfactory, and that the premature bursts, 
so unfortunately occurring on our armed liners, may be 
attributed to shells made prior to 1900, and made pos- 
sibly with slightly thinner walls than the latest type of 
shells. Mes No such shells are afloat now on armed 
liners. This procedure was also adopted at once in the 
case of all 6-inch ammunition for vessels of the Navy.” 
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REAR ADMIRAL SIMS TO BE VICE ADMIRAL, 


Under authority of Section 18 of the act providing for 
the temporary increase of the Navy, the President has 
announced the coming appointment of Rear Admiral 
William S. Sims, U.S.N., now in charge of American 
naval operations in European waters, to be a vice ad- 
miral. The act, which was H.R. 3330, is printed in 
full on page 1270. The President is authorized, under 
the law. to designate six officers, three to have rank 
and pay of admiral and three of vice admiral, while in 
command “of fleets or sub-divisions thereof.” Vice Ad- 
miral De Witt Coffman, now second-in-command to 
Admiral Mayo, is the only man now holding the rank 
of vice admiral. There is no indication that further 
appointments as vice admiral are contemplated at this 
time. The decision to promote Rear Admiral Sims, who 
is the ranking U.S. Navy officer abroad, was made by 


President Wilson on May 24. It is understood that his 
name will be sent to the Senate immediately. 

In the period immediately preceding the Spanish- 
American War Rear Admiral Sims, then a lieutenant, 
was naval attaché at Paris, and was entrusted with the 
responsibility of buying ships and supplies for the Navy. 
He expended hundreds of thousands of dollars, keeping 
in touch with the available sources of supply in Europe, 
and rendered valuable service in fitting out and supply- 
ing the Navy during that war. He remained naval 
attaché at Paris until 1900, when he was recalled to the 
United States and was sent to the Asiatic station, as- 
signed to duty on the battleship Kentucky. He was later 
Fleet Intelligence Officer on the staff of the commander- 
in-chief of the Asiatic station, serving in that capacity 
under Rear Admirals Remey and Rodgers. It was while 
on this tour of duty that he became intimately asso- 
ciated with Captain (now Rear Admiral) Sir Perey 
Scott, of the British navy. Captain Scott’s ship had 
at that time made remarkable scores in target practice 
under new methods devised by its commander. Lieu- 
tenant Sims became thoroughly familiar with Scott’s 
methods of training in naval gunnery and acquainted 
the Navy Department with them. 

In the autumn of 1902, by direction of President Roose- 
velt, Lieutenant Sims was ordered to the Navy Depart-- 
ment and placed at the head of the Office of Naval Prac- 
tice. He remained in that position for nearly seven years, 
and it was during this time that great improvement was 
made in our Navy in gunnery and ordnance, largely ow- 
ing to the new method introduced by him. 

In order to keep in touch with the latest improve- 
ments in other navies, he made trips to England each 
year, conferring with the experts in gunnery and ord- 
nance, especially with Scott; who was knighted and 
made rear admiral for his services in improving the 
gunnery of the British warships. He came in contact 
with Sir John Jellicoe and other officers who are now 
directing the operations of the British navy. 

An incident of Admiral Sims’s career which at that time 
caused some embarrassment, but then and now serves 
to add to his popularity in England, occurred some years 
ago when at the London Guildhall he made the well- 
remembered “blood is thicker than water” speech that 
caused immediate @diplomatic complications between the 
United States and Germany. It was considered necessary 
at that time to reprimand Admiral Sims for his too frank 
statements, but this incident now serves him in good stead. 
for it has always been remembered by the officers of the 
royal navy. 

Shortly before the entry of the United States into the 
war Rear Admiral Sims was sent abroad by Secretary 
Daniels as special representative and observer. After 
the outbreak of the way Admiral Sims held conferences 
with the British and French navy officials as to the 
best methods of co-operation of the navies of the nations 
at war with Germany. When it was determined to send 
American naval vessels to foreign waters, Admiral Sims 
was placed in charge of the operations of the U.S. Navy 
vessels in European waters. 
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In the original announcement of the competitive exam- 
ination for the enrollment of 100 assistant paymasters 
in the Naval Coast Defense Reserve, which we printed 
in our issue of May 19, page 1228, it was stated that 
‘tthe examination would be held only at the Washing- 
ton (D.C.) Navy Yard. A later announcement states 
that in addition to being held at Washington, the exam- 
inations will take place in the following navy yards 
and stations: Portsmouth, Boston, Newport, New York, 
Philadelphia, Norfolk, Charleston, Key West, New Or- 
leans, Great Lakes, Mare Island and Puget Sound. The 
100 successful candidates will be enrolled at once in the 
order of comparative merit, except that, insofar as may 
be practicable, enrollments will be apportioned accord- 
ing to states; that is to say, if two candidates have prac- 
tically the same mark, they will be taken in the order 
of states—the states in which no enrollments have thus 
far been made being favored, provided the marks of two 
candidates are practically identical. Enrollment in the 
Naval Coast Defense Reserve is ordinarily for service 
in the particular district in which ennelled, but no can- 
didate will be enrolled unless he specifically agrees to im- 
mediately apply for assignment to general service at 
sea—which assignment will be made when his services are 
so needed and not until he has received a course of 
iustraction at the Naval Pay Officers’ School at Wash- 
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ington, unless hig services are needed before this can 
be accomplished. 
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CLASS 1918, U.S.N.A.. TO BE GRADUATED. 


The continuing great shortage of officers for the Navy 
has caused the Secretary of-the Navy, on authority of 
the President, to put forward again the date for the 
graduation of the present “First Class,” at the U.S. 
Naval Academy—in reality, the class of 1918. Instead 
of receiving their diplomas about Sept. 12, 1917, as pre- 
viously announced these 203 midshipmen will complete 
their course on June 28. 

In all probability the first duties of these new officers 
will be in command of boats in the coast patrol fleet. 
In announcing the new graduation date, the Secretary 
of the Navy remarked pointedly that a considerable 
number of small craft would go into service about that 
time. “Captain Eberle feels certain that the several 
months’ intensive training which this class has had, has 
fitted its members for such duties,” he added. The class 
has completed the full three-year course, and, since the 
international situation assumed its present gravity, have 
been specializing in the most important subjects they 
would have received in the fourth year. Their graduation 
next month was recommended by the Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, the Superintendent of the Naval Academy 
and the Academic Board. 
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THE CITIZENS’ TRAINING CAMPS. 

In addition to the list of Regular Army officers on 
duty at the Plattsburg, N.Y. Training Camp, printed on 
page 1223 in our issue of May 19, the following officers 
of the Army are on duty there, either on the staff of 
Lieut. Col. Paul A. Wolf, commandant, or in command 
of the sixteen companies of the Ist Provisional Train- 
ing Regiment.

about the camp during leisure hours. These, Colonel 
Nicholson held, did not make for democracy. The col- 
lege yells which have distinguished many gatherings 
since the camp began also have been banished. The 
men were told that henceforth their schooling is to be 
that of the American Army and not that of the campus. 

The Committee on Training Camp Activities, recently 
appointed by Secretary of War Baker, has mapped out 
an elaborate program of recreation for the National Army 
mobilization camps. Baseball will be the chief game re- 
lied upon for the amusement of the soldiers during train- 
ing. Raymond B. Fosdick, chairman of the committee 
who made a study of Canadian training camps, says that 
the English or Aldershot system will be employed except 
that in every case where the word cricket appears, base- 
ball will’ be substituted. Under the Aldershot system 
competitions are organized between units, so practically 
every man in the training camp will find a place in some 
nine or other. ‘There will also be boxing championships 
and baseball games, track and <field events, and com- 
petitive competition in the use of the bayonet. There 
will also be a definite campaign of intensive physical 
training. : 

Canadian authorities found that something more was 
needed for muscular development than military drill. 
In close battle scrimmages Canadian soldiers were more 
nimble than the enemy but frequently found themselves 
not so strong. Mr. Fosdick’s committee will endeavor 
to have some well known athletic instructor at each 
training camp. Owing to lack of time less attention to 
athletics will be given in the Officers Training Corps 
camps. But the men who are to lead the new army 
will be impressed with the necessity of directing their 
men in play as well as work. Next to athletics the chief 
feature of recreation will be singing. Well known choir 
and other choral leaders will be appointed to stimulate 
group singing in each camp. Nor will the men lack 
theatrical entertainment. A number of dramatic organ- 
jzations have promised to organize teuring companies 
which will present plays for the soldiers in various parts 
ef the country. Hundreds of vaudeville houses have 
been offered to the committee for wse as play houses. 
Elaborate plans have also been made for the use of mov- 
jng picture films. 

Another work for the comfort of tke soldiers will be 
the co-ordination of the communities and the camps. 
Each community will be made to feel a responsibility 
for the military center in its own neighborhood. A com- 
munity organizer will be appointed for each camp. The 
committee on training camp activities will also see to it 
that the prohibitions against liquor and immoral con- 
ditions in the neighborhood of camps wil! be rigidly en- 
forced. 

The Secretary of War inspected the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps training camp at Fort Myer, Va., on May 18. He 
expressed himself as agreeably surprised with the prog- 
ress that had already been made. “I’m sure I’ve never 
geen a finer looking lot of men anywhere,” said Mr. 
Baker, “and I am satisfied that you will come through 
all right and make splendid officers.” 


NEGRO TRAINING CAMP AT DES MOINES. 

The War Department announced on May 28 that a 
training camp for colored citizens will be established on 
June 5 at Fort Des Moines, Iowa, under Section 54, 
National Defense Act, and subject to practically the 
game regulations prescribed for the present training 
eamps. The camp will be under the control of the com- 
mander of the Central Department, who will make all 


preparations. Attendance will be limited to 1,250 men, 
of. whom 250 will be non-commissioned officers of colored 


regiments in the Regular Army. These latter will be 
ordered to the camp on a detached service status, while 
the civilian quota will either be enlisted under Section 
64 for three months from June 18, with the usual agree- 
ment to accept any appointment tendered, or as members 


‘the 9th Cavalry in the Philippines. 


of the National Guard whose status will be the same as 
in the case of Guardsmen in the other camps. 
Contingents from the various departments will be as 
follows: Northeastern, 40; Eastern, 240; Southeastern, 
430, Central, 195; Southern, 75 (plus 84 from the 24th 
U.S. Infantry and 57 from 10th U.S Cavalry); and 
Western, 20. In addition eighty-four men will be sent 
from the 25th Infantry in Hawaii, and twenty-five from 
“As far as consist- 
ent with the character of the applicants,’ the memoran- 
dum sent by The Adjutant General to the Department 
Commanders stated, “it is desired that men selected shall 
be not less than thirty years of age.’ The camps will 
be ready for the non-commissioned officers on June 5 
and all others on June 15, but the real instruction will 
not begin until June 18. Applications should be ad- 
dressed to the commanding generals of the departments. 
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MARINE CORPS ENLISTMENTS. 


In what the daily press has been pleased to term a 
“final drive” for the 10,000 additional recruits author- 
ized under the new Naval Increase Act, Major Gen. Com- 
mandant George Barnett, U.S.M.C., has designated June 
10 to June 16, inclusive, as “Marine Corps Week,” during 
which period the extensive machinery of the corps will be 
pushed to the limit to secure the men needed. Local or- 
ganizations and committees in hundreds of cities have 
promised to co-operate. “The authorization of the in- 
crease comes at a moment when the Marines are at a 
high pitch of enthusiasm at the prospect of active service 
at the battle front in Europe,” said General Barnett. 
“We expect again to break our recruiting record and hope 
to get the men in a month.” ; 

Meanwhile the work of training the thousands of new 
recruits already enlisted is being pushed. Increased 
accommodations have been provided at Port Royal, Nor- 
folk, Philadelphia and Mare Island. The large temporary 
barracks at the South Carolina station are nearing com- 
pletion and by June 10 accommodation for 5,000 men will 
be ready there. Work is proceeding rapidly also at the 
new Quantico (Va.) station. About 600 men will be 
there by June 1. The Quantico station, when complete, 
will be the most modern depot for recruit training at the 
disposal of the corps. ‘The brigade of 5,000_men there 
will include, Infantry, Field Artillery, Signal Corps, a 
mine company, Hospital Corps and other auxiliaries. The 
“eourse” will embrace target practice for Infantry and 
Artillery, mining, grenade throwing, entrenching and all 
the activities peculiar to trench warfare. Lines of 
trenches closely resembling those in actual use in France 
will be constructed so that the physical conditions which 
the men will have to face in the way of field fortifications 
can be reproduced. The buildings at Quantico will com- 
prise a number of structures none larger than “company 
size,” these having been adopted in preference to larger 
buildings at the suggestion of the Naval Medical Corps. 
The officers’ quarters will be small one-room houses. 
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The Quartermaster Corps has been faced with the 
problem of securing a sufficient number of drivers for 
the enormous “fleet” of motor trucks and passenger 
cars, numbering upwards of 100,000, that are to be 
made necessary with the establishment of the new can- 
tonments for the National Army. Satisfactory progress 
is being made along this line according to Col. Chaun- 
cey B. Baker, Q.M.C., who has charge as head of the 
Motor Transport Board, although, as ‘the says, “in many 
ways it is a task more complicated and difficult than 
securing the trucks themselves.” Various private agen- 
cies, such as schools established by automobile factories, 
are being enlisted, and the Society of Automdbile En- 
gineers is lending valuable assistance in organizing the 
personnel for maintenance and repair. In addition, cer- 
tain private autemobile schools have taken up with the 
War Department the question of what training will be 
necessary to prepare drivers of passenger cars so that 
they ean safely operate trucks. 
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The creation of three new branches of the Army medi- 
cal service was announced by the War Department on 
May 25 in order to meet changed war conditions. They 
are all te be under direction of officers of the Medical 
Corps, U.S.A. The new branches include: Division of 
Sanitary Inspection under Lieut. Col. Frederick P. Rey- 
nolds, to deal with sanitary matters ining to armies 
in the field such as kitchens, mess shelters, ice boxes, etc. ; 
Division of Hospitals and Hospital Construction, Col. 
James D. Glennan, which will handle the construction of 
thirty-two hospitals at the National Army cantonments; 
and Division of Medical Military Instruction, Lieut. Col. 
Edward L. Munson, which will supervise the new medical 
training camps. A general sanitary inspector from Colo- 
nel Reynolds’s division will be attached to the staff of 
each commanding general. 
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A board of officers met in special session in Washing- 
ton on May 21 to make up a list of officers for detail 
to the General Staff. This list was submitted to the 
Secretary of War on the following day, but up to the 
time of going to press had not been approved. The 
board was to select fifty majors and captains of the line 
to be designated for duty on the General Staff. The 
Army Appropriation Act removes restriction upon the 
number of staff officers who may be kept in Washington, 
and the full strength of three general officers and eighty- 
eight others will be maintained hereafter. Additional 
staff officers are necessary in connection with the or- 
ganization of the thirty-two cantonment camps to be- 
gin in July. ‘There will probably be at least one of- 
ficer of the General Staff assigned to each. 
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Capt. Alvin Barber, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., and 
Majors William Barclay Parsons and William J. Wil- 
gus, of New York, Engineer Officers Reserve Corps and 
Capt. W. A. Garrett, of Chicago, vice president of the 
Chicago and Great Western, a reserve officer, arrived 
in London, England, May 23. They will determine the 
precise needs of French railways and will make rec- 
ommendations affecting the organization of the railway 
engineering troops. Captain Barber expects also to study 
problems of treneh. construction. 
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Contrary to the popular opinion, says a statement 
issued by the War Department, the air service of the 
Army, although perhaps the most thrilling branch, is 
not the most dangérous. Capt. Aubrey Lippincott, U.S. 
A., in charge of the personnel of the Signal Corps of the 
Army, says that the records of our Allies put air ser- 
vice fourth in the percentage of losses. The heaviest 
losses have been in the Medical Corps, next in Infantry, 
and third Artillery. Although applications have been 
very numerous for enrollment in the six cadet schools for 
fliers recently opened, Captain Lippincott says many 


more men will be needed before the end of the year. 
One hundred and fifty men begin training today and 159 
more will begin each succeeding Monday. Enough men 
have been accepted to keep the schools supplied with 
recruits for more than two months, but several thousand 
will be required later on, as the supply of men must 
be constantly augmented. Only a small percentage of the 
men who apply for enrollment in cadet aviation schools 
at the Universities of California, Texas, Illinois, and 
Ohio, Massachusetts Institute of Technology, and Cor- 
nell can be accepted. The requirements are stricter than 
in any other branch of the Service.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS.

The launching was in 
charge of J. E. Schmeltzer, production engineer of the 
company, and supervised by R. H. M. Robinson, general 
manager. The plant was doubly guarded during the 
launching, and but a few officials of the company, their 


families and the military officers on duty in Bridgeport 
were allowed at the ceremony. 


It was announced on May 18 on behalf of the special 
patrol board of the Navy Department that the Govern- 
ment has bought from William T. Todd, of New York 
city, the 152-foot steam yacht Zara, which will be used 
for patrol work. It is understood that the purchase 
— was about one-half of the appraised value of the 
vessel. 


Herbert H. Lehman, of the banking firm of Lehman 
Brothers, New York city, has been appointed textile ex- 
pert for the Navy Department. He went to Washington 
on May 20. Before he became a banker Mr. Lehman 
was in the textile manufacturing business. He is a 
graduate of Williams College. 

The North German liner Kaiser Wilhelm II., one of 
the fastest of the German vessels seized by the United 
States after the declaration of war against Germany, was 
moved on May 22 from Hoboken to the New York Navy 
Yard to fit her out for service. It took fourteen tugs to 
pull, push and guide her down the North River, around 
the Battery and up the East River to the yard. 


The old submarine Holland, the first modern sub- 
marine, has arrived at New York city and has been 
taken to the grounds of the Bronx International Exposi- 
tion, at the East 177th street subway station and the 
Bronx River. It wili be placed on exhibition on Me- 
morial Day, 1918. in the building to be called the Palace 
of American Achievements. 


The Cuban cruiser Patria and the Cuban gunboat 
Baire have arrived at a navy yard in the United States 
to be extensively refitted to aid in an aggressive patrol 
of the West Indies against German submarines and com- 
merce raiders. In addition to extensive overhauling, 
these vessels will get new armament throughout, all their 
new ordnance being of the same character as that in the 
— States Navy, for ships of similar tonnage and 
character. 


The Secretary of the Navy has commended Stowe A. 
Studley, fireman, 2d class, U.S.N., for jumping over- 
board from the Patapsco, on May 5, and rescuing a ship- 
mate from drowning. The man, who had been acci- 
dentally knocked overboard, was rendered unconscious, 
Studley jumped overboard full clothed and, despite a 
strong tide and a “choppy” sea, brought his friend aboard.

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NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


Brig. Gen. John H. Foote, 2d Brigade, N.Y.N.G., and mem 
bers of the Former Officers’ Association of the 14th N.Y. re- 
viewed the 14th Regiment im its armory on May 23. The 
review was in celebration of the fifty-sixth anniversary of the 
departure of the 14th for the Civil War and was an interest- 
ing event. The evening’s program was opened by a recepti 
to the Civil and Spanish War veterans, and the salute te the 
battle-torn flags which were carried by the regiment through 
the Civil War. This was followed by.the review of the regt- 
ment by General Foote. Then came the evening parade, after 
which medals for long service and 100 per cent. duty were 
awarded to many officers and men of the regiment. A dance 
followed the military ceremonies. 

Col. William H. Chapin, N.Y.N.G., an officer of many years’ 
experience and one of the most efficient, has been appoi 
ehief supervising officer of military training. His salary will 
be $5,000 yearly. Colonel Chapin was detailed to the posi- 
tien by Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, commanding the State 
National Guard, who is chairman of the Military Training 
Commission, with the approval of the other commissioners. 
Colonel Chapin will ha¥e supervision of the military training 
of boys of sixteen, seventeen and eighteen years of age. He 
is one of the best officerS that could be chosen for the work. 
Previous to this detail Colonel Chapin was attached to the 
headquarters division as inspector general. 

Governor Whitman, of New York, has authqrized Major Gen- 
eral O'Ryan, commanding the New York National Guard, to 
erganize a division ammunition train. It will be commanded 
by a Heutenant colonel of artillery, who will have as his as- 
sistants two majors and various other officers, sixteen in all, 
Nearly 600 enlisted men will: be required to man the outfit.

(3) If our regiment is 
mustered into Federal service will I be entitled to take the 
examinations for second lieutenant in the mobile Army as an 
enlisted man? I have seen one year of service, and was at 
the border with the regiment. Answer: (1) See our adver- 
tising columns. (2) Commission holds for five years, unless 
sooner terminated by the President. (3) Provision is made 
for appointment as provisional second lieutenant from enlisted 
men, also from qualified officers of the Reserve Corps. Apply 
to The Adjutant General for information. 

.M. G. asks: I am first class private and my four years’ 
service will expire July 15, 1917, at which time I shall be 
transferred to the Army Reserve, but if I re-enlist will I be 
entitled to the bonus?

An interesting and very unusual feature of the activities of 
the 22d Infantry is the occupation by the 2d Battalion of the 
extensive property of the German Atlantic lines seized by the 
Government at Hoboken. It has been mentioned that on the 
morning of April 6 at 3:30 the ist Battalion, stationed at 
Fort Jay, Governors Island, was the force accompanying the 
revenue officers in seizing the twenty-seven German ships in 
the harbor and 1,200 prisoners, who were interned on Bedloe’s 
Island under charge of the 3d Battalion, 22d Infantry, from 
Fort Hamilton, The 2d Battalion has assumed control of the 
very large property of the Hamburg-American and North 
German Lloyd lines at Hoboken. Oapt. George N. Bomford is 
ix command. A superintendent’s house on the burg line 
property is used as battalion headquarters and the officers 
maintain one or more messes. The troops guard the entire 
property, which is practically a Government reservation, with 
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docks, piers, ships and property abutting upon River street 
Hoboken. The enlisted men of the command have their sleep 
ing quarters and messes in the large and well appointed pier 
sheds of the lines. A general court-martial is carried on, 
a school for non-commissioned officers, and recruits are b 
taken in and trained by six hours’ daily drill. : 

The people of Hoboken have shown great appreciation of 
the action of the Government and the presence of the Repay 
troops. This is shown in many ways. River street is lin 
on the side opposite the steamship company’s property 
shops, restaurants and dwellings. When the command arri 
these buildings were without the American flags that “ire @ 
distinguishing mark of houses all over the land. Thq@ reason 
was an obvious one. Since their arrival flags have appeared 
on these buildings and the people generally are displaying t 
usual signs of patriotism. River street is under strict pati 
and no civilians are allowed to walk upon the east or ship 
side of the street. 

The authorities of Stevens Institute have showed many 
courtesies to the members of the command, inviting the comp 
missioned officers and a number of the N.C. officers to lun 
at the Institute and offdring the privilege of the Institute fiel 
‘for drill.

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U.S. Letters Patent (No. 1,225,188, May 8, 1917), have 
been granted to Lieut. Comdr. j Franck Taylor Evans, 
U.S.N., for “a new and useful improvement in methods 
of obtaining pure water from salt water.” The patent 
has been assigned to George Hilliard Benjamin, an in- 
dustrial engineer of New York city. The device described 
in the patent was in use on the U.S.S. Monaghan for 
nearly two years, and was found to be most efficient. 
Water containing less than one-half grain of salt could 
always be obtained, irrespective of the tumbling of the 
vessel due to heavy seas. The invention, the patent speci- 
fications state, depends upon the observed facts that the 
vapor derived from salt water in a state of agitation (as 
for instance when contained within a condenser on a tor- 
pedoboat and in a sea-way) when subjected to heat, 





always contains more or less salt. If the vapor derived 
from the evaporation of salt water is superheated, the 
resultant vapor will be free from salt and may be con- 
densed in the usual manner to obtain pure water. To 
carry the invention into effect, the water and its vapor 
passes through a series of evaporators, superheaters and 
condensers, the last provided with cooling coils; cold, 
pure water leaving the last condenser. An advantage 
claimed for the method and apparatus is that a very 
much higher rate of evaporation can be accomplished 
than in evaporators as now used, where baffle-plates or 
baking the vapor is employed to decrease the percentage 
of salt carried over with the vapor from the evaporator.
